Shze now monrnes both in teares anl blood, 
and breathes forth her wounds and ſorrowes to ws ina 
fainting; yea, aimo#t in a dying eloquence; Shall wee 
therefore (who profeſſe our ſelues to be the bett of Chri- 
ſtians , and the deereſt of Gods Children) permit pro- 
phanneſſe to preuaile ore pietie, Idolatrie to triumph 
ore true Religion, andthe Church of Rome , ore < 
of God, if our Religion be theirs, mu7t not their dan- 
gers and perſecutions be ours, For what Peace can we 
hauewhiles they are oppreſſed with Warre, or how can 
eur conſciences be atreſt and tranquilitie,whiles theirs 
are tormented with all ſorts of afflictions and cruelties, 
Can that Church of France be beaten but this of Eng« 
land « threatned, or the Proteſtants of that Kingdome 
be extinguiſhed but we are Eclipſed, yea, doe net their 
feares preſage and predit? ours, and their aunger: fatally 
 denounceandpertend ours : Ve hane already ſeene and 
faffered Gods Church in Bohemia, the Paflatmate , Se- 
leſia and Morania to bee ruined, and ſhall we not there» 
fore beleene , if that of France goe next , that thu of 
Eng land muit immediately follow, We ſee tha Pope 15.44 
bloody inbis malice,as bonndleſſe in his Ambition, and 
that with high wreſtling, and an inſulting brauerie, 
be proceedes in his Ennie and power, at one time to roote 
ont thename and memorie of Goas Church and Chil.

For if euer any People haue had iuſt cauſe 'toathore 
and deteſt Warr,it is weaboue all others of the world, 
to whom it hath brought ſo many ruins & defolations, 
that our Houſcs remaine yet either. burnt cr cept

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ed, our Lands and Inheritances in prey,our Vines roo- 
| ted yp, our Trees cut downe, and which is worle, the 
| terie Earth is yet red, and almoſt hot with oor Blood, 

And becanſc after alltheſe deplorabie effecis of Armes, 
| we Are ag,une {cence to relume them ; 1t 15 inttly to be

natzons, hath enforced and drawnevstoit. For weare

aſlembled the Eſtates Generall, which tegatthat mon- 
ter the League, totake away the Crowne from the law- 
full heire Hen. 4. and contcquently to declare hs po- 
ſteritic incapable to ſucceede, which was direAly to 
{uatch away the Septcr from our prefent King before 
he was borne ; and who hauc cauſcd to iſſue from their 
Cloyters ſuch exccrable Paraciocs, tothruſt their im- 
poyſoned kniues inthe breſts and hearts of our Prin- 
ccs, who hane beene quelled and fallen rhercunder ; and 
whointhe iniquitte of ſuch times muſt abandon their 
Eſtates tothe fir{t intruder, and their liues to the firſt 
Aſaſinate, If the Pope pleaſe to declare them Hereticks 
or Tyrants. 

To haue fuch for our accuſers reſults to our glory 
and redounds to our iuſtification,and indeede all Hiſto- 
rics witneſſe for vs, Thatalthongh our Kings haue been 
ofa contrary Religionto vs, haue ſet fire to the Tem- 
ple of our Peace,and with high hands and crueltic haue 
perſecuted and maſſacred vs; that yet we have neuer 
thought of ſuch accurſcd attempts, bur contrariwiſe 
vpon the very ruines and crucltiesthereof; the zeale of 
our prayers forthcm,hane triumph'd orc the feruency 
of their flames, and for the irreproachable 6. 169-57 
on of our fidelitie : when God pernutted that the faRti- 
ons of Rowe and Spasne conſpired againſt their Crowns, 
they hauc found noſurcr nor vigorous refuge then 1n 
our defence ; ſo that if Hey. 3. could reuiue from his

| Hell created had not bereaud him of the one, and dc-

We hane notſo well ſcrucd the Vather to eclipſe our 
glory in ſoill ſcruing the Sonne; and may it picaſe the 
dittine promdence and goodnefſe of God, that thoſe 
who hanedeſtoyed his royall Predecefigurs,and which 
bend their deſignes and monopolics 2g :nft him,by the 
fame vayes they have done againſt room, doe not in 
, the end reduce him to the ſame extremities and miſe- 
F | ries; andin this cauſe and quarrel! he ſhall fnde that 

we hane no wealth but we will expend, nor bloud but 
we will ſacrifice to 1a{titie our hdehitie, which our E- 
| nemics (withas much ſubriitic as malice) endeauourto

Tothe end therefore that our Innocencic, and their 
Iniaftice may aPpcarc to allthc world; we mii: rcfime 
mattcrs asth&x were atthe lalt Peace and pactit.cation, 
and come to the Edit which was then publithed : 
There 1s none therefore fo blinde or ignorant in mattcr: 
of Statc, vw hoapparantly knowes nor, how preiud:c!- 


all thotc conditions wrreto vs; It the poore Citie « 4 


Monpellier ſhoulc remaine buried im tf:lence, and {o ac- 
cordingtothe vniuit maximes of our Encmics ſhould 
ſeeme to be condemned to eternal! ſeruimce and flauc- 
ry ;. beſides, the yoke of tubiection cucr {ince the pre- 
cedent peace 1mpotd vpon cur Eccletiatticall aftcm- 
blics, which they make wholly vnprotitable vnto 
vs, vere nottaken away :and there was norightnor 
iaitfce donc vnto vs, vpon an infinite number ot other 
infractions of the fazd Edict, whereof v.e can produce 
whole books of iult complaints and gricuances, wherc- 
by we foretee that our Enemies wyul draw them into 
conſequence purpolcly to authoriſe thum hereafter. 
Morcouer, in that vw hich was one of the moſt unpor- 
tant points, and thc cluetelt motives of our reſumption 
of Armes, to wit, the ſubſiſtance of the Fort beture 
Rechell, they would exprefle nothing in the Declarati- 
on touching the promite madets ys for the razing and 
demoliſhing thereot. And that promiſe which was yet 
giuen vs bythe Ambaſladour ofthe King of Great Bri- 
raine, asallo of the Lords States Generall, wv as coucl 
in ſuch ambiguousand generall tearmes, that it mani- 
teltly appearedthe intent of thoſe who gaue them, was 
not to obſcrue and keepe them: becaule by their artifi- 
ciall prouidence they preparcd the way to cuaiions, 
which they haue {incepractited, and would the cby in- 
ferre, and pretend that they had promiſed vs no- 

thing. 
So thatin what eſtate ſocuer our affatres then vere , 
finding more tafetic in a weake reliſtance, then ina

| peace which publikely cuts our throats : we therefore

| reiterated affummons which were made vs by the a-

Andalthough this were very preualent and power- 
Full to induce vsroaccept and admit thereof, they yet 
| further repreſcnted tovs, Thatour Armes wasthe one- 
| ly obſtacle that the King 1mployed not his againſt the 
| | inuetcrate Enemy of our Eſtate and Religion, and why 


hedid not ſo ſoundly wed himlſclfe to the affaires of 
e, with the King of Great Brizae: {o that 
wharſocuer 11} ſucceſſe berided, it would be 1uſtly im- 
puted toour obſtinacy, and would occaſion all thoſe 
; who hitherto haue wiſhed vs well, wholly to abandon , 
and forſake vs. ; 
| Totheſe important reaſons weſuffred our ſeluesto | 
| be vanquiſhed, and although we then forerold them | 
thatthey would finde themiclues deceiued, as well in 
$ the aſſurance which was giuen them to conferue peace 
vntovs, as alſoſoto ioyne their defignes and Armes

will yeeld ro the expreſſe requeſts and mtrauentions of the 
King of Great gr itauwe our Mater; m whoſe name wee 
haxec exhorted aud councel'd them to condeſcend to the ( on-

and for the profperie of thus K ingdome 1m particular, and 
the content and aſſiſtance of ( raſtendome in generall, To 

which cauſes, Wee declare and certifie, That in the word; 

which were heretofore ginen vnto vs, for the accompliſhing of 
the ſad Treatie, and proffered by the Lord (hancellour at 

the acceptance of the peare, containing, that through thew 
long ſerwices, and continuall obedience they may expett that 
from the goodneſſe of the King, which they cold not elle ob- 
tazne by any other Treatie, and in thoſe very things which 
they eſtceme the mo5t important and preſſing, in conuemient 

119947 the yr ohe heare and promde for thew $ upplications 
made with reſpeft and Humilitie; There was acleerer inter- 
pretation brought vnts vs from hu Maieitie, and the Lords 
his Mimiters þ y thoſe who were the Agents and Negotiators 
of the peace, beg Men of Hononr and qualitie, ordained 
and eſt ab/ifed with power from his Maveftie and hus Prone 
Councel!, whereof the ſence and meanmng 1, That they wn- 
deritand to fpeake of the Fort Lewes before Rochell, and 
therby to gine aſſmrance of its demolition in connement time, 
and in theiinterim ſome remedics of other matters which 
ſhould remaine by the ſaid T reatve of Peace,to the pretudsce 
of the Labertie of Rochell. 

Without the which aſſurance of Demolition, and the eaſe 
and exemption of Gariſons, the ſaid Deputies proteited wnto 
s,that they would neuer haue conſented to the ſubſiitance of 
the Faid Fort,being commanded and reſolued to conſerne the 
right of that Demolition. As they doe by this preſent decla- 
ration, with aſſurance that the K ing of Great Britaine will 
labour by his interceſſions, 1oyn'd with ther moſt humble 
ſrpplications to haiten the time of that demolition, whereof 
we haue giuen them all the rojall pronnſes and words which 
they can deſire, afrer we had ſhewed them, that they might 
and ought to remame ſatiefied and contented. In witneſſe of 
all which now formerly expreſſed, we haue ſigned and ſealed 
thi preſent with our names and armes, py pa cauſed it 

like- 
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iſe to be under-ſigned by one of onr Secretaries, Dated 
Fig the 11. day of February 1626. eAnd ſo ſigned 
Holland, D. Carleton, with /eales rnder enery ſigne, and 
wnderneath by the commanament of the ſazd Lords, ſigned 
Augicr. 

This Ad ſodrefied and finiſhed, the Deputies carry 
it home to their Prouinces, to ferue for comfort and 
cconſolatiop to our poore aff iced Churches,who wept 
and trembled at fo pretudicialla Treatie, and yet not- 
withitanding laboured withall duigenceto a punctuall 
accompliſhment of all things which were conceded 
and granted by vs, tothe cnd that calumnie might not - 
takethe lcaſt hold of our ations, and thatthere might 
not remainethe leaſt ſhadow of pretext to vie vs as ac- 
cuſtomed, eo wit, not to obſerue or performe any thing 

which is ſolemnly promiſed vnto vs. 
To whichcndthe Citric of Roche#, contrary to the 
priuiledge of trontier Townes, as alſo of hcr owne in 
articular, doth ſpeedily demoliſh a notable peece of 
Rification , Which with much coſt and labour it had 
built, and 1oyncd to her wals. They diſmiſt the Earle 
of Lawal,and his troops, who had affiſted them in their 
necefſiae, and intheir places recciued the Kings Com- 
miſtoncrs; whoſe commang they well knew would 
proue extreamely pretudiciall to their liberties, and 
their relidence to their ſakgtie: and ina word, from 
point to point witha ſcrupulous curiofitie, they dif- 
charged all thatthey were entoynd to performe. The 
Duke of Rohan likewiſe diſmuſſed all his Regiments 
and troopes which had followed him, and our ſwords 
fc1l out of our hands in all places where we had drawne 
them : The forrowfull honour of warre was prefimtly 
ſecne changed, and conuerted into Bonefires of Toy for 
the peace, and into publike yowes and acclamations 
forthe Kings long life and proſperity; and brictely, 
C our 
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- our Obedience was ſo intire, that the moſt malicious 
reſearch ofour Enemies could finde nothing whereat 
cither to contradid or ſcangalize vs. 

j Soif we had had to doe with people any way tuft or 

charitable, it had beene capable to haue molified their 

hearts, and to haue began to deale and agitate with vs, 
otherwiſe then formerly they had done, and faithfully 
to haue perform'd what they had fo ſolemaly promi- 

{ed ; Butthe onely Article of their Faith which they 

bays inuiolably,is neuer to keep or performe it to vs; 

at the very firſtabord they ſhewed vs effets ther- 

of, when we came to inregiſter and verifie the Edit of - | 
Peace in he Parliaments, and (onely that of Grenoble 
excepted) there wasnone of them which would abſo- 
| lutely doe it, ſome obiecting one reſtrition,and others 
| alleaging another, vnnll they came to point and cauill 
| at matters of no moment, which vnprotrably ſhewed 
| the peruerſeneſſc of their auerſe natures & inclinations, 

As vponthe word of Temple, as if the —_ where we 

| aſſembled to pray vnto God were Moſques : and again

vpotithat of Ecclefiafticall Aſſemblies,as if they were the 
Congregations of Pagans,or the Synogogues of Tewes. 

Bur yet we beliened that we had much cauſe to extoll 
the moderation of thoſe who haue quarrelled with vs 
but with words ; It is calle for vs to ſuffer iniuric for 
| the loue of him, who before vs, was 1n derifion called 
| Samaritan , howlocuer that thoſe contemners were 
| wholly vaworthy, inthenegleR, but much more inthe 
| violation of the Edit, cuſtome (inthat nature) haning 
7 made v$1o inſenſible,as wealmolt diſdaine to open our 
| mouthes to complaine thereof. Bur the ill conſiſts in 
higg that che greateſt parts of thoſe Modifications 
| which haue bin vſed, dodercQly concerne our ſaferies, 
t and therefore makes the Kings Declaration wholly vn- 


pro 
: This hath beene particularly ſcene inthe Parliament 
| of Thoxloxze, whole Iuriſdiction is knowne to extend 
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vpon the greateſt number of thoſe, whom neceſsitic 
had armed in theſe laſt emotions. For in two onely Ar- 
ticles they almoſt anthilated all the ſubſtance of the E- 
dit, Firlt they placed among cauſes reſcrued and exc- 
crable, the demolition of the Temples of the Romiſh 
Churches, expreſly aboliſhed by the Declara- 
tion of the yecre 1622,conformable herein tothe Edit 
of Nantes,and al{o then abſolutely verified by them,by 
which meanes,the hatred which they conceiue agal 
vs,carrics them from the ſhame to be held tatious and 
inconitant. But they proceed further, for they limit the 
aboliſhing of hoſttlities comnutted the 5. tebr. 1626, 
alchough the Declaration of Peace was not publiſhed 
vntill many dayesafter weſubfiſted in Armes in all pla- 
ces where we were conſtrained to reſume them. So in 
thoſe two turnes of the pen,they haue inwrapped vs all 
tn the condemnation, preparingthe way to all ſorts of 
iniuſtice and cruelties which they haue ſince practiſed 
and committed vpon vs. And although his Maicſtie 
commanded that theſe Modifications ſhould bee with- 
drawne,asdire&ly oppoſite to his intentions, and pre- 
tuditiall tothe publike tranquilitie, yetnotwithſtanding 
all theſe reaſons, this Parliament hath obſtinately made 
good what ir formerly ſo vniuſtly and fo tactiouſly re- 
{olaed againſt vs, to the great prezudiceand blemiſh of 
the Authoritic Royall, and for a moſt compleat and in- 
tire 1aſtification of our complaintsand gricuances, not 
being able to find ſecuritie or fafctie in the words and 
promiſes of our Prince,becauſe what good affection or 
intents ſoener he retaine for qur behaltes, thoſe who 
oughtto be the executors of his Royall will, and plea- 
ſurc, doe directly combine and band themiclues againſt 
ir,astriumphing and glerying in the infringing of his 
En 

Theſe beginmungs were not to giue vs any 
much hi hxceclp ah ifany one intended or expeted 
them, experience ſtayed notlong to yndeceaue a 
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the eruptions of the Peace hauing beene ſo groſly and 
preſumptuouſly committed, with fuch a violent umpe- 
taoſitie, rhar they tceme to be affe Red thereto, it being 
impol$ibleto gizc 1tany other interpretationthen this, 
Mſerre to thoſe, who are weakeit and vanqus/hed. 

This was manifeſtly ſeene and know neat the refuſe 
which was giuen to our general Deputicsto ſend Com- 
miſſionersthroughall Prouinces according asit was in- 
culcated & intimated by the Declaration ot Peace. The 
neceffiry of their ſending being extreame,to the end the 
Edit might be put in execution where it was infringed 
and violated. To reeſtabliſh the exerciſe of our religion 
in thoſc places from whence it had been baniſhed. To 
replace in their houſes a numberlefſe number of poore 
families which had beene expeled and exiled. And ina 
word, to preuent and remedy thoſe diſorders which 
drew with them the licentiouſnefle of war and to make 
vs feele ſome effects of ſo many promiſes which had 
been made vs. But it 1s that iv hich no ſupplications can 
euer obtaine,ſoas molt of the chicteſt Churches of the 
Kingdome haue fainted and languiſhed in milerie, that 
they are ſo far off that this Pe:ce hath any way impro- 

{or bettered their condition, as contrary-wile ithath 
difarmed vs, to expoſe vsnaked toall manner of tor- 
tures _ rſecutions. __ 

' Thewhichtoapproue and 1uſtihie, at leaſt 60 poore 
Churchrowiltendanke with weeping heartsand voi- 
ces, to whom according tothe tenorof the Edict, the 
exerciſe of theirReligionoughtrto be free,and where ir 
was confidently hoped they ihould hane now beene rc- 
eſtabirſhed by the peace, they yet haue remained ina pi- 
tifull deſolation, without that all their requeſts & pray- 
ers can any way ſteed them for their reſtoration, or 
produce any other fruits or effects then the ummente 
c__ of their vnprofitable ſolicitation. Iniuſtice, 
which hath not onely been practiſed in thoſe Townes 
ſubdued by the violence of Armes,and where this hard 

meaſure 
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meaſure might peraduentvre be imputed tothe ſeuerity 
and ſharpneſlc of the Roman-Catholicks againſt vs for 
hauing committed ſeme aQts of hoſtilitic, but alſo in 
thole places who retuſcd to 1oyne tothe reſiſtance of 
their brethren, and had ſtooped the molt icruily vnder 
their yoake,and in thoſe placesallo where ours haue no 
power to agitate any thing. Þ. | 

Particularly, we may here remember the Church of 
Towrs, 'w hereof the Temple hawng Lecn burnt in the 
mid'ſt of peace before the troubles of the yeeres 1620 
and 1621, and during the two Edicts of Peace which 
haue beene ſince e{tablſhed and publiſhed ; they cannot 
hctherunto rccditic and repaire it. And although the 
king with his own mcuth hath ordained the rcſtabliſh- 
| ment thercof,and to that cnd granted our a commiſhon 
' toke it performed the laſt yecre, yet notwithſtanding, 
the malice and wickedneiie of his Officers hath xgnde- 
red it vaine and vnprotitable to whom the execution 
thereof was giuen and belonged, fo that for the rearme 
of 7 vx hole yceres, more then 20co Soulcs haue there 
| languiſhed un a miſerable captiuitic of Conſcience, 
without hauing permiſhon or liberty ro ſcrue God. And 
for aſmuchas tome-times they hauc aflayed toafſcmble 
ſecretly to adminiſter the Sacrament of Baptiime to 
ſome Children, and not to ſuffcr ſo great anumber of 
Soules without ſomeexcreiſe of Religion, they haue 
followed them cloſely and ſeuerely,baue publickly abu- 
ſed the Miniſter, and condemned him in a great Fine, 
tor lending of his Houſe for fo piousan Action, 

Yea ſo far it is that thoſe poore troopes of Chriſtians 
ſo pitifullydifperied, and ſolong time depriucd of the 
food of their Soules,could beaflembled or gathered to- 

cther,that the 1n{olencic and crueltie of our Encmics 
—— gat and perpetrated new d:fiparions. 1he yeere 
1622, the Duke of YVentadoxr (tor mcrly held to be a 
moderate Prince) bath in aſetled peace demoliſhed the 
Temple of Chas/ar in Vizaretz, and forbidden al: this 
C 3 poore 
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poore Towne ( wherein there are not 10 Families of a 
contrarie religionto ours)the exerciſe of their religion, 
authoriſing by this remarkeable example, inregard of 
his dignitie, all thoſe of his gouernment to an implaca- 
ble hatred againſt vs,and cuen to out ed withalicen- 
tious furic and boldneſſe. The Baron of Perazr,Gouer- 
nor of Bexcaire in Lauguedoc, imboldned by this inſo- 
lencic, after he hadtaken from vs, & vſurped the Tem- 
ple of God, wherein we were accuſtomed to ſerue (50d 
in the Church of Vezenobre in Sezennes, he not only con- 
tented himſelfe rodepriuc vsthereof, and to dedicate ut 
to Idols, but to leaue a perpetuall memorniall of his out- 
ragious and violent iniuſtice, cauſed there a Bellto be 
founded with this Inſcription, That Swch 4 day he had 
chaſed Hereſie thence. And not long.fince when the Nati- 
onall Synod was held at { #tres,the Cardinall of Sourdi 
Ca iouſly ruſhing vpona troope of harmleſle and 
innocent Soules,going to Afontraxel, with the great in- 
commodities and laboures of their bodies,to {ceke the 
Food of their Soules, where violently he purſued the 
Paſtor ( whom it pleaſed God to preſerue ) ſhut vp a 
great number of women and {mall children into abarn, 
where he held them along tume captiues in the feares 
and apprehenſions of death,& cuerie minute threatned 
to ſet hire tothem and burnethem, and in theend by a 
prophanation full of horror, conuerrted to a ſtable this 
Temple where theſe ſeruants of the Lord were accuſtos» 
med y toſerue him, and which had continued 
withoutinterruption ſince the furic of the Maſacres. 

And inthismanner it is, that Our Enemies doe ac- 
compliſh that which his Maieſties Declaratron had 
promiſed ys, concerning the recftabliſning of our dif- 
ſipated Churches, that is to ſay, by new inuented out- 
rages, and performed by great and noble perſonages, 

inſt whom it 1s ible for vs to obtaine any Iu- 

ce, yeanot lawfullto frame or exhibita complaint. 

Enery one may iudge of what a dangerous and per- 
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nicious conſequence theſe examples are, and what we 
ny attend or expe from people already exafpgrated 
and animated with implacable hatred againſt vs; hauing 
beforetheir eyes, thoſe and the like great perſonages, 
which erue for fire-brands and incendraries to their 
rage : and indeedetheyare growne to fo boundlefſe and 
lIicenciousa rage, thatthey can make vs ſuffer no more, ' 
and 1n imitation of others, they triumph and glory to 
abuſe vs, and doe openly deprefſe vs with their out- 
= Sothat almoſt cucry whereto be knowne to be 
of our Religion, isro be marked and diſtinguiſhed for 
Monfters,and thoſe who are of the ſweeteſt, and moſt 
remperare inclinations, doe thinke they extreamly gra- 
tifie vs, if they doe but ſimply abhorre vs, and e{chew 
our companies and meetings, as people who are infet- 
ed withthe peſtilence, eſpecially in thoſe places where 
they preuailein number, and it is almott threughout 
the whole Kingdome, that we cannot goe to our Di- 
uine Exerciſes, but cither in geing or returning the vul- 
gar doe afſemble to huſh and ſhour ar vs with publike 
out-cries, throw ſtones at vs, and beat vs downe with 
iuries ; ſothat inthe Caprall Citic of Pars it ſelfe, 
it 1s not long fince thar there were ſome flayne vpon 
the place, without that the pretence of the King, & the 
re{pe of rhat famous Parliament there reſident,could 
preuent or hinder that this blood was not ſpilt before 
therr eyes,and themſclues to be almoſt deſtroyed there- 
with. Yea they aduance fo far inthis infolencie, as = 
ruſh into particular mens houſes to execute the exceſle 
of this their crueltie, And the example is reſent & freſh. 
of that which hapred inthe aforeſaid Church of Yexe- 
mobre, where a being number of A/afns breake by 
night into the houſe of the Miniſter, and clapt a rope 
about his necke purpoſely to ſtrangle hum, it miracu- 
louſly he had not eſcaped their tallentsby leaping out at 
a window, from whence he {ecretly crept along to ſom 
neighbouring cottage , almoſt dead with the —_— 
Ww g 
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wounds he receiued of them. Thoſe whom they cannot 
force wtheir houſes, the feduce forth by ſubtiltie; as an 
Aduocate of Sommieres,who being fallen into ſome re- 
uolr, during the lait ciuill combuſtions, butthen imme- 
diatly after return'd againeintothe Church, he was ſent 
forto the Caſtle vnder a falſe pretext & errand,& there 
was ſurpriſed and ſeized on by a multitude of furious 
Fryers, and appointed Souldiers who there drew him 
intothe Fryeric, where he was forced ro endurcall that 
which could be expected from the humanitie of thoſe 
itifull fathers. Our children are often ſurpriſed & ſtol- 
In from vs by publicke violence, ro bring them vpn 
their Cloyſters, as. many times there remaines nothing 
to the poore fathers & 7 #0 mothers, but their vn- 
profitable teares to haue ingendred them to Idolatry 
and ſuperſtition. Ir is a common cuſtome now among 
Friers, to thruſt them{clues inro families and houſes ro 
ſeduce ſeruants againit the will of their maſter,8& chil 
dren inthe fight of their fathers, and if they will haue 
them forſake their houſes, they cry ont, Marther,mmur- 
ther,as if they had been outraged & fect vpon, and find- 
CL enough for their purpoſe, todepoſe that 
whichthey defire,they follow them in ſuits ot -Law,as 
cryminals,and many times they are very happy if they 
can be quit and freed of them for a great part of their 
goods. Others they accuſe for ſpeaking ill of their 
Prince,and ſo frame informations againſt them, which 
oy prefſe with 1o much malice & violence, that ſome 
finding themſcluescircumuented, & indanger of their 

lives,doe leaue rhemſciues to be drawne and feduced b 
them,and ſo wretchedly to redeeme their crymes with 
their reuolt and Apoltacie , whereof there 1s as a late 
remarkeable example ncere Naye le Fineuſe, in one who 
had the charge of Ancient of that Church. Yea many 
timesthey very impudently enter into our Temples du- 
ring the t1me of Sermons, & there very loudly contra- 
dict our Paſtors totheir faces, ro the cnd they may ſtirr 
Mu 
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vp fome mutinie , or ſow tome ſedition among them, 
which hapned at S*. CMaxere veric few moneths ſince, 
and it 15 commonly prattited in all parts of Poittow, the 
which 1x ſecraes thoſe maleuolent Spirits doe particularic 
praQtite, thereby the more to torment them in this man- 
ner. Theſe ſort of people doe againe goe and beſicgethe 

aticnceand braines of ſicke and dying people, purpoſe- 

y todiſturve their wits and memories, and toengender 

ome {cruples intheir Conſciences, and what teſtimony 
ſocuer the poore licke patient gines, that he will receiue 
his con{olation from his owne Paſtor : If it fall out that 
he but once open his mouth, then they are preſently vp 
with their infolent cries which they obſtinately continue 
vntill ſuch time asthey ſeethe ſicke patient 1n the laſt a- 
gonicsof death, This Death although it be commonly 
tcarmed the laſt and beſt remedy of all cuils and affiicti- 
ons, yetitdoth not wholly take vs away from their cru- 
elty ; for they raile vpen our dead bodics, perſecu- 
ting vstothe very tombe, permit not that we are ac- 
companicd or conducted, fill our granes when we arc 
making of them, wiſh and deſire that we weredeuoured 
of Dogges, and conſtraine vs almoſt cuery where to ſo- 
lemnize our Funerals by night. Butalas ! what will you 
fay, when in our very graues, our bones and duſt cannot 
finde repoſe? for with vnmercitull and cruell hands 
they violate our graues, whom very Pagans would e- 


Necme asſacred , and finding nothing elſe bur pittifull 


duſt, they are yet ſo barbaroes as to throw it into the 
winde. The burning of the Temple of Towrs began by 
the ynburying of a dead carkaſe ; and fo haue beene vn- 
buried the bones ef perſons of qualitic and Honour, as of 
late Monſieur de Teligny a N gre, and very lately of 
CHMonſienr de Saint Fulgents. Not long ſince neere vnto 
Loudaun, as a huſband Fad cauſed a graue to be made for 
his dead wife neere vntothe Church-yard, the rage of 
the Commons was ſuch, as they would not ſufferthis 
poore body this lalt place of repole, butthey vburien it 
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by night, and expoſed and abandoned it to Wookes, 
his indecde deuoured part thereof, ſothat when the 
afili:ted Husband began ro make reſcarches and exami- 
nations of this inhumaine cruelty,he recciued a poore re- 
ward for this hus patifiull and charitable office, and was in 
a morning found to be ſlaſhed,and Naine. 

And letnone here belicuc,that we ſpeak by Hyperbo- 
les,for they are pure and naked traths : the Sunne ſees 
them,we fele them, our Encmics make vs ſuffer them 
and France isthe cruell Theator whereon are repreſented 
ſuch bloudy and mournfulltragedies,and as God beholds 
them,foit1s incompartibleto his diuine Inſtice that one 
day he doe not reuenge them. 

But here our Enemies will not faile to obiet vnto 
vs,that although all this be true (as indeed the 1nſtthcati- 
on thereof 1s cieare and apparant) yet that they are parti- 
cular aHons, not auwowed, but difproued, and which 
therctore ought not to cauſe the intrattion of theEdiR of 
Peace,the which as much aspoflible we can,we ought to 
endeauour to preſerue and maintaine. Bur this is the ex- 
ception of our Enemies, which through their vaineuaſi- 
ons deſire to be couercd with our complaints, & to haue 
alaw of them{chues to condemne them as iniuſt. But 
beſides thar,we go on plainly to luſtihe their intuſtices, 
alrogether armed with Patents, and pubitkely authori- 
zed,they in vainc cndeauour to tree and wath themſclues 
of thete outrages which are committed on vs by particu- 
lar perſons, for that they themſclues introduce them b 
their examples, and to embolden them thereto chvagh 
their impunitie, for wheretore haue they the ſwords of 
Magiſtracy in their hands, but to defend and ſecure. vs 
from ininries, and todoe vs right and juſtice when we 
haue recemed them : wheretore doe they contemne all 
all our complaints and gricuances ? whence proceeds it, 
that hauing preſented a fall lit thereof, which was yct 
but the abſtrat and compendium of more important, 
that we had nouſtice done vs vpon any one of them, no 
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nor ſo mnch as youchſafe to here or read them: fo that 
whocan otherwayestake' or conſider them, but as the 
Authors of thele cruelt indignities we endureand ſuffer, 
in that hauing the authority ro preuent them, they abſo- 
lutely reiuſc to put their hands to it ? The Edit of Peace 
which 1s gen vs, i$ fraudulent and, deceitfull, becauſe 
thoſe whoarc ordained to make vs obſerue them, doe 
oy apparant contrauentions , and permit-iand ſuffer 
them. 

Bur their iniuſtice ſtops not,at a ſimple tolleration of 
outrages, which we fce them doe by their particulars, 
tor they themiclues arethe tirſt and chietclt which in- 
fringe all the clauſes of the Edict, which is fit for vs to 
clcerc and iuitifie ; tothe cnd, that all men being well in- 
formed thereof. Deteſt their diſloyaltic and ſympathize 
with vsagainſt the cruell opprefhon which they make 
vs {uffer. 

The Kings Declaration imports, that we ſhall be re- 
eſtabliſhed inthe free exercife of our Religion, in our 
Goods, Offices,and Honours,and in a word, all ſorts of 
fauourable and gracious viage for the Generall, beſides 
that which was coucnanted and granted to ſome parti- 
lars, as namely tor the Towne of Rochell, It is therefore 
queltion that we examine or {ce how all thete hath beene 
performed and executed ; As for the free exerciſe of our 
Religion, beſides that which hath becne formerly ob- 
iced and repreſented of a fearetull number of poore 
Churches which remame depriued, and that the Mint- 
ſters of the Stare haue {coffd and mocked when they en- 
deauoured to demand their reeſtabliſhment, which was 
granted them by the Edit, beſides thoſe which are 
newly rafed and dilcipated , and in thoſe very places 
where thisexercife doth in ſome manner yet tubſilt : we 
arc held ina cruell captiuitieFor there arc Fines ordained 
and alſo corporall puniſhments, for thoſe who ling 
Pſalmes in their houſes, wherein are contained the prai- 
ſes of God, whiles the ſtreets regorge with blaſphe- 
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mers, and reſound with cure and vilanous ſongs. 
Weare forbidden our Schooles in diuers places, as at 
Niort, and inall Bearne,tothe end that our Children re- 
maine ignorant and without learning and in{truction. 
The Parliament of Pas hath decreed and pronounced a 
ſentence againſt confiltorics, which ſhall profeſſe and |. 
prattiſethat which is exprefiy mentioned in our Eccle- 
fialticall diſipline,to wit,ro cenſure Fathers and Parents 
which ſend their childrento the Schooles anc. Colleges 
ofthe /eſuitesro be thereby them in{trufed. Although 
Fryars which giae their firſt oath toa Stranger, I meane 
the Pope, who ſubieR Kings to him, and who maintaine 
and defend thoſe paracides which they themſciues haue 
committed ; 1 ſav,although they are recetued into this 
Kingdome ofall forts of Nationsindifferently; nenerthe- 
lefle it being queſtion ofour Miniſters, of whom calum- 
nies hath ncucr had rhe face toimpure them the leaſt of 
theſe horrours, wearc debarred to recciue any who are 
ſtrangers, and the ancient alliance of this Crowne with 
the Kingdome of Scotland, hath not beene conſiderable or 
valable torcobtaine the returne of Maſter Prymroſe, in 
the Church of Bowrdeanx, where he ſerued many yeeres 
witha ſingular cdification, and teffimony from our very 
aduerfaries, ofa moſt modeſt and remperate pcrionage ; 
and others, although naturall Frenchmen, arc condemned 
to an vniuſt and cternall exile, becauſe they were knowne 
to beexcellent n{trumentsto ſerue God, as Monſieur dw 
Moulin, hoſevery name wasreſpetted and admired of 
our Aduerfaries: and likewiſe Monſfieny Swffreim, to hin- 
der whoſe calling backe with ſome pretexr and colour, 
the moſt wicked and impudent impoſture that could be, 
as the approbation of the popular eſmotion, wherein the 
Preſident De Cyos was killfd. As tor thoſe who vet ſub- 
fiſt intheir Churches, if it be knowne that they are prco- 
fitable labourers in Gods Vineyard,then there isnothing ' 
vnomitted toexpell and baniſh them,as hath beene ſeene 


in deccaſed Monſieur de 14 Chapatiere and Monfienr Sal- 
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bart, whom todriue and rake away from Rochell, they 
leftno ſtone vnremoucd, whether in the Towne, or in 
the Proninciall or Gencrall —_ yea they went fo 
farre therein, . as they abuſedthe Kings name, and by a 
publike letter from his Mateſtte addreiled to the body of 
the Towne, to drive themthence : The one and the o- 
ther of them being notwithſtanding knowne to be ho- 
neſt men, and being guilty of. no othey-crime, then of 
their zealc and affection to the Church of God, and ac- 
companicd with a rare Cxpcricnce ; and for the thirſt of 
the two, who isnow goneto God, wc haue drawn thoſe 
true teſtimonics from our Encmies after his deceaſc,thar 
he was a rare and ſingularpcrionage, whom no threat- 
ningscould ſhake, no offers how great or frequently rei- 
tcrated could corrupt, whom nodangers could cucr make 
to feare, whom no misfortune could! daunt, and who 
trampling vnder his fet/all particular intercits, was 
wholly bent for the conferuation and good of his fiocke: 
That which cauſcth them ſoto pratlc him after hisdeath, 
wasthat which made them-hate hun, ſoduring his life: 
but for him, he is now eſcaped ther cruelties ; but thoſe 
whorcmaine in life, are enforced to lament wnder their 
tyranny : and it is not lawfull for them to ſpeake or 
write that which their conſctences ſuggeſt and dictate to 
them,berweene vsand our Aduerfarics, for the longand 
miſerable captuity of Aoxſienr (,oxſtant,and of Monſienr 
Bellot in the Priſons of Bourdeanx,doth but too much de- 
poſe and confirme1t ; and beſides that, witnefſe the per- 
ſonall adiouraments & Decrees for the corporall detenti- 
ons granted out againſt diuers of them for the ſame cauſe; 
among other of Monkenr de Brarſilton, for hauing anſive- 
red to the declaration of a wretched Apoſtate: The Paſtor 
of Sawine in Sauenes for hauing refuted a calumniating 
and railing booke,which a Teſunte fet forth,and Monſieur 
Sauonnet 1 Peiftoy for having publiſhed the Acts of a 
Conference, which a Capuchin Fryar cqually ignorant 
and impudenthad conſtrained him thereto, who after he 
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had vanquiſhed him ſhametfully, was yet ſo audations as 
to puvlith the trophes of an imaginarie yiorie. AS it is 
not lawfull for our Miniiter to peaks or write, ſo it is 
prohibized toour Printers to publiſh any Bookes of our 
Religion. Thatat Ns/mes hc of the Academic ſuffered a 
long 1-priſoament tor imprinting an ancicat manuſcript 
which was publickly fold in Pars of the great pardon of 
God oppolcd rothat of the Popes, andanother Miniltgr 
in Poitow named Bureas hath becn extreamly check't by 
the Prelidiall Court of Poiftnes for printing the aforc- 
ſaid diſpute of Monſieur Saromet, and henceforth they 
haue made a generall Decree whereby they will exclude 
and inſnare vs by vertue of a Dcclaration publiſhed 
Ame 1625 inthe behalfe of an exccrable Booke compo- 
(ed by the Icluites, prohibiting the imprinting of any 
Booke withour being licenſed and priutledged, which is 
cleerly and abſolutly to defend vs from printing or publi- 
ſhing any thing, fith we know wellthat this approbation 
and priuiledge willneuer be allowed or granted vs, ſo as 
the permiſſion which was formerly yeclded & giuen vs, 
will remaine void and annihilated, and the Edit which 
authoriſcth it to vs,conſequently violated and infringed. 

And no lefle- it is for our Eccleſiaſticall Afſemblies, 
whercinthere is an umnouation made r at and con- 
trarie tothe Edit,by this yoake which 1s umpoſed on vs 
to recclge ts, Ai For in thoſe aflcemblics we do 
not frame, or exhibite any vniuſt complaint, for feare of 
being there checked,and reproucd, whereall things paſle 
religiouſly and according toGods Word. But it gricues 
vsthat thereby they will traduce & abule vs,as if we had 
any way wronged thoſe venerablc afſemblies,tomake,or 
introduce Monopolyes. Morcoucr,expericnce hath made 
vs obſcrue, thatthe aymcs and intents of our Encmies is 
hereby to make vs vnuſcfull, yea pretudiciall through the 
eleftion of ſach Commiſſioners which moſt commonly 
weknow to be hired & ſtipended again(t vs,and who in- 
deed place themſclues there purpolcly to offend & abuſe 
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vs. For according to their fantaſies & picaturcs ve muſt 
aſſemble, or ſeperate our ſelues, make our contultations 
long or ſhort,and accorcingtotheir aduiſe & 1cliſh,euc- 
rie point which wetreate of,is a queſtionand maxime of 
eſtate,although it ſymbolize no neerer then day to night, 
and thereupon they rayſe their ſplecne & bitternefſe. And 
although in theſe our «ftaires and aſſembliesthey ſhould 
bring but their eares to heare,yet they interpoſe & viurp 
all matters that are propoſed or conſulted, for to 
ſpecake their opinions hereof, & to make them as authen- 
ticall & valable asf they were the moſt pafſionateſt Par- 
tiſans. We haue obſerucd of many among them, ſome 
tious ſpyesto marke ont in Rubrikesthofe who are 
|t affeed tothe Church of God,to oppoſe good men, 
to _pert wicked and to intimidate & ſhake the weaker 
ſort of people,and in faucur of ſome miſcrable reward to 
make them fall off from themſelues. To be ſhort, tor the 
heaping vp of opprefhon in that which concernes our 
conſciences,they will force ysto that which is more bit- 
ter and inſupportable then death itſelfe, and which with 
abhominaticn we abhor & deteſt, as a moſt cxprefſe and 
groſfc Idolatry,that is to bow our knees before the Hof, 
or Agnw der of the Roman-pricſts, I fay they will inforce 
vsthereto,and the decrees thereot haue bin newly dated 
and publiſhed in many places,more particularly at Dvepe, 
where there are ſo great anvmber of our Religion,that it 
is impcfhible rhey are not often engaged with this fatall 
meeting. And inthisſort they hauc performed & execu- 
ted the declaration of peace m regard of the chicte point 
thercof which concernesthe free libertic and excrciſe of 
ourReligion,they haue not eſtabliſhed it in infinite places 
where it ought to be, they haue expelled and baniſhed it 
fromdiucrsothers where 1t lawfully ſubſiſted, and if ary 
where they haucleft it, it is1n the manner, and tcarmesas 

we hane here formerly expreſſed. 
As for the regard of the offices & dignitics whereunto 
weoughtto be udifferently admitted with our other 
Country 
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Country menand fellow Citizens,it is this whichour F- 
nemies hauc impagned and preuented with all ſorts of 
paſſion and violence. In many places where thoſe of gur 
contrary Religion make not the tenth perſon, they haue 
wholly taken trom vs that part and portion which we 
had in the Conſuls. Court, as at rs 2 : Or if-in any 
place they haue left vs any thing, it hath beenc the very 
leaſt and meancft part, as at MHontelimard, There hath 
beene bribery,combination, or corruption employed al- 
moſt cuery where, to introduce in the Towne houſes or 
{cats of luſtice and Indicature:thoſe which molt maligne 
vs,and conſequently to expell all honelt men. Very larely 
cotrary to the exclude priuileages of theCity of Ni/mer, 
the Commillioners of the Chamber of Beſiers, by a De- 
cree of their Councell would there afliſt atthe clecion 
of the Conſuls, to make it fall on people wholly to their 
deuotion, and becauſe the Baron of Aubazs who was not 
of their crue,was there lawfully clefted and accepted the 
Digaitic, they granted out a power to arreſt his Body, 
aud moſt cruelly ranſack'd his houſes. The order hither- 
to inuiolably obſerxued calling IMonfiexr le Cocq, Coun- 
ccllour ofthe Parliament of Par:7to enter intothe Great 


Chamber, the doore was ſhut againſt him, in hatred of 


his Religion, and the long ſeruicesof this venerable old 
man, whoſe probity = merits are a tly knowne 
roall raen, could not preuaile with their paſſion againſt 

vs,nor ſecure hin from their outragious Iniuſtice. 
Generally there is {cldome' granted our any Office 
whatſoeuer, though it be bur of a poore Sergeant toany 
thatis of our Religion, if they doe not firſt abiureit, or 
romiſethole ſeruices which is required of them,which 
is, hereafter to betray vs in the midſt of our ſclues; ſo 
that Monſfieny de Ruſſan hauing many yeeres fince paid 
for the Oftice of Generall of the (ourt of Ayderat Mon- 
p*lhier, hath not as yet beene recciued, becauſe he will not 
performe the one, nor promiſe the other. And now a- 
gainc'in the Towne of Rechel there hauing beence may 
Ces 


Offices and dignitics vacant, whom many of the ſaid 
Towne haue ſought to obtaine and purchate ; theſe ſuits 
oftheirs hath becne in vaine, becaute they will not play 
falſe play to their conſciences, in betraying their Coun - 
trie, and inthis manner it 1s that the Faith hath beene 
kept and practiſed with vs inthis regard. 

It may te,thar being contented to haue bereaued and 
diſpoyled vs of our honours, they will be then more juſt 
to reſtore vsto our goods,and to ſecure vs from iniuries, 


and generally to con{crue our Rights in matter of Juſtice ' 


which was ſolcmnly premiſed vs. So here it isthat ſome 


enraged paſſion hath ſtrangely blinded them, that tram- 


pling vnder their feet all manner of diuine and humane 
Lawes,they haue wretchedly abuſed the authority which 
gaucthem Lawes, cuery way to affiit and opprefle vs. 
\Vhen grounding our ſeluesand Actions on the Edit of 
Peace, we would queſtion before Tudges, the vniuft de- 
tainers of our —_ whereof they ſo violently poſlefied 
themſclues during the ory of the Warres, and ſo to de- 
mand the Principall which was due to vs, before the ta- 
king of Armes, all our Law ſuites and Procefles haue 

beenc rcieed or adiudged againſt the Plaintiffes to their 
great colt and charges, and our Encmies the Defendants 
{till maintaind in their vſurpation ; ſo that to the Pro- 
uince of Langsedocalone,is owing more then two milli- 
ons of Livres, which is 100coo.11. ſterling, and to the 

rowne of Rechell immente and infinite ſums, and it is fo 

far off frem reſtoring vs what is due tovs, asby Acts of 
palpable iniuſtice they have many w here's condemned vs 

to reſtore thoſe priſes which we had taken during the 

warres, and amorg others there was a ſentence giuen 

thereon,in the Chamber of the Edict at Beferes, againſt 

deceaſed Arnſienr de $Blancard. 

Our precefles areaudged by the ticket on the bagges, 
ſothatthoſe of a contrary religion boldly fue all manner 
of ations againſt vs how vyniultſo ever, being confident 
that the contrary Iudge of cur Religion will make them 
gaine their Cauſes : And fo = the Great + 
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Earle of Beawfort was ouerthrowne in a great! uitc he fol- 
lowed againſt fome Comamunalites,and which imported 
him the greateſt part of his whole Eſtate, although the 
equitie and 1uſtice of his cauſe was Aly clcere, and 
that in confirmation thereof he had heretofore obraind 
ſentence vpon ſentence ; but notwithſtanding, the onely 
remembrance oftr of aſſ#tance which he conducted 
into Montauban, and his perſeuerance and conſtancy in 
the true Religion, haue preuailed with his Iudgesthat his 
Right was vniult. 

But might it pleaſe God, that they did not abuſe their 
power bur in ditployling vs of our goods, and that their 
cruelty would at leaſt leaue vs our liberty and lives, that 
rg, TIuftice were onely Courts eſtabliſhed vn- 
wſtly to grant and giue away our goods to our Enemies, 
and that they became not ſcaffolds expreſly erected to 
draw innocent bloud from vs.Itisa horror of the bloudy 
Decrees and. Iudgements which cuery day they pro- 
nounce againlt vs, and whereby they mamfeſt and dc- 
monſtratc toallrhe world,that thcir foules are far redder 
thentheir Scarlet gownes. The lcaft fault which any of vs 
commits 15a crime which can neither hope, nor obtaine 
pardon, atxl inthe whiteſt mnocency it {eife,their hatred 
makes them finde out lawfull cauſes to condemne vs. A 
yong man of Ax:gnon, named Williams Aftier, tor hauing 
framed and collected ſome reatons which mouce him to 
abandon the Church of Rome, was throwne into prilog, 
where with Geeues and fetters he miſerably remained 
two moneths among the greateſt criminals, and could 
not yet obtaine his liberty before he had paid a greac ſum 
of money for a fine. Another very latcly at Lyexs,atter the 
muſcries ofa long impriſonment,rreceiued ſentence in the 
ſame Citie, which was confirmed by the Parliament of 
Pars, to gocallthe Citic ouer in his ſhirt, bare footed, 
witha halter abour hisnecke, and a great burning torch 
In his hands, for hauing declared ro one who propoſed 
and enquired of him It he held the Pope to be Anrichrif?. 
And as cuery one knowesthatitis one of the Articles of 

our 


our Faith which we preach in our Sermons, and confirme in 
our Bookes; 1o this ſentence giuen againit him, doth com- 
rchend and enyrap vsallinthe ſame condemnation,and ad- 
wdgethtrvstothe ſame diſgracesand torments. The Court of 
Parliament of Tholouſe hath inflamed and armed the Popith 
Communaltics to execute horrible outrages in the Towne of 
S* Paul-Lamata, (ug, and other pittifull reliques of forepaſt 
burnings. All Fraxce hath cencciued horrour at the fearctull 
iniuſtice vied againſtan innocent man in the Iſle of Ree, To 
whom his Indge tearmed Breet (a name of abominable me- 
moric ) hauing ſuborned witneſles to attirme againſt him, 
that during the laſt commorions of Ay. 1622. he had broken 
and burnt an Image, and therein pronounced fentence of 
dcath againſt him. The Court of Parlors of Pariswithout 
exaumng his witnefles, who were eaſily to be competed of 
falſchood and impoſture, without admitting the reproaches 
which he gauethcm which were more then valable, without 
regarding that if the accuſation had beene true,«hat it was an 
hoſtilitie committed during the warre, and which ought to 
haue becnc aboliſhed and buried by the Edid of peace, their 
paſſion made them to conſentand conforme this vniuſt ſen» 
tence,& {o tocharge their conſciences withthe bloud of this 
poore harmeleſle childe of God, who conſtantly expiring his 
laſt breath in the middeſt of fire and ames, contirmd his 1- 
nocency in this ation of hisdeath : and heauen afterwards 
diſcoucred it, ycathis vnfortnnate and fatall Image rs fince 
found againe, and to this day doth ſubſiſt, to accute the exc- 
crable wickednefle of his Accufers and ludges, which haue 
lentand held vp their hands to circumuent the whiteſt &can- 
did{t innocency that ener was. The fury and unuftice was not 
lefſe but the precipitation far greater,inthe perton of one na-" 
med Roumion,who during the wars was Prouoſt in theArmy 
of the Nuke of Rohan, who being at (tres in May 1626.and 
one of the Conſulsof that Towne, a very vicious man, and 
wholly ſoldtoour Enemies, comming to him & occaſioning 
him apaltry drunken quarrell, and fo outraging and abuſing 
bim in the open ſtreet, neceſsity obliging him toput himſelte 
vpon hisdefence and reſiſtance, he was preſently ſeiz'd on by 
| E 2 men 
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men placedthere ay A TIE premeditated 
quarrell)impriſoned,& ſentenceas ſoone giuen.: whereby he 
was condemned to the Gallies,he threw 1n ons, way tothe 
Chamber of Befieres,but inſtcad of good Iudges, from whoſe 
vertue and integritic his innocency nught recciue ſome aſſi- 
ſtance,inan Act ſo outragious as was offred him, he found 
cruell Tyrants, who cheriſhing the iniultice of his former 
Indges,aggrauated his crime and their ſentence, and fo pro- 
nounced wdgement of dcarh againit him, which by an vnpa- 
raleld cxample wasthe very fame houre execated, ſo that in 
all he ſtaied nor foure and twenty houres in their priſons : it 
is theychemency ofa ſtrange paſsion which made them prc- 
ceede with ſuch celerity where there was queſtion of a mans 
life,and it 1sfar oppoſiteand diſtant from the moderation of 
thoſcancientIudges,which ſtilllefe thirty dayes between the 
ſentence and execution thereof,tothe end that if there were 
any light breake forth for the innocency of theaccuſed, they 
would not haue beene ſorrowtfullto vnderſtand itſo late, but 
becauſe they would ſpare the etufion of bloud,and neuer {pill 
it but with compathion and forrow,whereasthele are inſati:- 
bly thirſty thereof. And yer we may tearme theſe Judges of 
Befieres modeit and remperatein regard of that which was 
perpetrated lately in the Parliament of Bowrdeaxx, again{t 
Monſienr de $* Germam,aGent. ofmarke and quality,but cx» 
treamely hated ofthem becauſe he wasa man of valor & fer- 
uice; the Baron of Aontenare who had a quarell againſt him, 
and who greatly fear*d his generaſity & courage, iudged the 
paſhon of this Parliament, to be a very fit inſtrument tor the 
execution of his,and foto free him ofthis formidable enemy ; 
to whichend he ſeduced a wretched Prieſt ro become Plain- 
tifc _—_ the faid Monſieur de $* Germain,8& ſo accuſed him 
for robbing of his Church, whote witnefles were not difti- 
culrto be tound out,becauſcit wasagainit one of ourreligion; 
ſothe informations were framed and dreſſed againſt him, but 
with anabſolute vnheard of filence,and they are put intothe 
hands of a Prouoſt,expreſly choſenfor ſucha one which was 
requiſite for ſuch anexecution ; who « atching his time, fur- 


prifdthis braucGentlemg when he leaſt thought or dream'd 
thereof, 
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therof,& ſpeedily led him to Bewrdeav.x,where that Par- 
liamet being extraordinarily aſſembled, without hearir, 
any of his iuſt alegatiens and anſwers, preſently held him 
gulty,&pronoiiced ſentence of death againſt him,foas in 
lefſe then 8 hours thus ludgement was giuen,& executed, 

Theſe are the hands which now ditpoſc ſoucraignly of 
our lives, and thus is our Religion turned & imputed to 
crime, and the faith which was giucn vs by the Edit of 
peace to lures & ſnares, the more eaſily to draw vs to the 
{caffolds, the which we haue not ceaſed to oregore & de- 
ſtaine with our innocent blood , euer ſince that vponthe 
aſſurance of this peace we put down our armes; and the 
number is infinite whichare daily kunted after for fore- 
paſt actions, ſo that within the extent and turiſdiction of 
the Parliament of T how/oxſe,there arc 2000 of vs decreed 
and commanded to be apprehended for the like cauſes, 
and there !s nothing but fight can warrant them from 
the bloody hands of theſe cruell Tyrants. - 

We aſlure our ſclues there are none except they are 
morethen barbarous, who hauing conſidered all this, are 
not touched 1n hart with pitie & compaſſion towards vs, 
and that he w1ill not approue our wrongs to be 1mmente, 
and infinit, becauſe notwithſtanding all thete moſt ſacred 
and inuiolable promites which were made vs,we are ſtill 
tyranized in our con{ciences,opprefled in our honors, ru- 
incd in our goods, Ec our les continually expoſed to the 
{words of thoſe, who haning them in their ſands to doe 
Iuſtice, doe abuſc them in the execution of their hatred 
againſt vs. 

Bur it may be we would yer ſupport all theſe outrages 
and perſecutions more patiently ,itas they are committed 
againſt ſome particulars now here & anone there,that the 
generaltic could promiſe themſelucs ſome repole & tran- 
quilitie ; Inthiscaſethole to whom it talls outro ſuffer, 
muſt yet glorifie God inrheir lufterances,& ſtill imbrace 
and indure them with conſolation, {ecing that the reſt of 
Gods children, doe at ——_ ſ{ubfiſt though in I know 
not what poore eſtate & condition.But our greateſt griefe 
and miſeric 15, That we apparantly percciue, that the de- 
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$sof our Enemies are ———_ root vs out, as 
alſo our Religion,G& ſo to giuethe laſt blow to our ruine, 
what ſugred words ſocuer they employ to perf\wade and 
make vs belceuethe contraric. 

The iuſtificarion whercot 1s cleere and cuident, by the 
breach of 2 Articles, which dorhnot timply touch the in- 
treſt of fome particulars,but which concernes our gene- 
rall ſubſiſtance. The tir{t regardsthe holding,& obicruing 
of our politike afſemblies,being deuided & tpread as wee 
are in a Kingdome, whereof eucrie one knows,the great- 
nefſe and extent, and being to luc among people who are 
animated againſt vs with ragetull turie, we thall bur live 
there expoſed to theſe their inuuries,& comming to ma(- 
{acre vs oneafter another in our houtcs, we may almoſt al 
periſh before we-haue knowledge thereof, or onely haue 
the meanes to haue recourſe to the 1uſtice of our Prince to 
implore his protection. One of the remedies of this our 
alin mutual correſpondence,& communication one 
with the other,and indeed our king knowing the necefli- 
tie hereof,thought it fit & requiſit, and therefore gaue vs 
expreſle commuſſion their EdiRs to afſemble ar leaſt 
euerie 3 yecresto conſult of our common affaites, and to 
compile all our grieuances together, to the end to brin 
and proſtrate them totheir teer, & in their mſtice to fi 
the Palladium and ſanctuarie of our faferie, according 
whereunto it was expreſly promiſed 1o the laſt peace, 
that we ſhould haue a Pattent deliuered vs to make our 
aſſemblies, the whichif it had bin performed,& his Mtes 
ears opento-our complaints & grieuances, without doubt 
he would haue taken pitic of the cries & tears of ſo many 
thouſands of his poorc ſubiects, & according to hisroiall 
goodnes in prouiding for our wrongs, they had preuerted 
the calamities and miſeries vader whom Frarncenow 
breaths & ſighs. But our Enemies haue ſo powrfully pre- 
uailed,that x20 promiſe hath bin violated to vs as wellas 


all others, and our 2 whole yeeres patience improfitably 
imployed to make remonſtrance thereof, hath produced 
vs noother frait, but to make vs comprehend by their 
obſtinate detuals , that they intend todepriue vs of all 
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meanes to confer together tor our common ſubſiſtance, 
thereby to worke more commodiouſly and ſurely to our 
ruine,asto beat downe and deltroy a body, firft to cut all 
the ſinews whichlinck'd the members one to another. 

The ſamedeſignetoruine vs doth furthermore plainly 

pear,& remainesperfedtly verified by the proceedings 
he haue obſcrued & held to bereaue vs of thoſe Towns 
= places which the Edit granted and gaue vs in cucrie 
Prouince to aſſure our les. Experience had made vs ſce 
that what Edicts ſocuer our Kings could publiſh in our 
fauour, they were not bars {tong enough againſt the furie 
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of the people. Art the firſt ſeditious Sermon(and Fryers * 


make none others)the fire ofa popular emotion wasligh- 
ted, and the kniues inthe hand of an enraged multitude 
which came to ſecke ysin our beds to cut oar throats, 
which 1snolefle then all the whole world knows,& that 
there haue bin infinite numbers of Gods children which 
haue felt & made triall of thee more then barbarous hor- 
rours,within that the publike taith,the reipeR of Laws, 
and the authority of the Prince, was powertullenough to 
ſecure vsfrom them, & after,to oppoſe ſome more pow- 
crfull remedy, Our Kings themſclues haue afſigned vs 
places toſcrue vs for refuge, it any ſhould ſecke to afſaile 
or deftroy vs,as formerly they had done, & haue ordain- 
ed thatthe guard & keeping thereof ſhould be wholy g1- 
ucd and committed toys, Euen {o they haue remained in 
our hands notas hoſtages of the faith of our Princes, who 
haue neuer doubted of our tidelitics, but as pawnesand 
pledges that our Enemics ſhould containe themſclues in 
their duties. And we kept them not, againſt thoſe of 
whoſe grace we recciued & held them, but againit their 
rebellious ſubiets, which would preſume to violate and 
infringe their Edits, yea & maſacre vs,againſt the decla- 
ration of their will. And thisproperly 1s the nature of 
theſe townes which for this regard haue bin names of ſe- 
curitic & aſſurance, of which whiles we hauc bin the poſ- 
ſcflors & depolitors,the infolencic ofthe people hath bin 
retaui'd & reſtrain'd, andin ſtead of wars & comuntions 
” wick - 
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wherewith this Ki hath bin long & miſerably af- 
fited,& which her the true theater of miſcrie,we 
haue ſeen her aſcend to the height of all felicity & glorie. 
And it cannot be faid,butthatthe K. hath bin truly and 
y obeyd of vs,& thatthe gatesthereof were open 
at alltimes he pleaſed ro enter, as indeed he was recciued 
into moſt part of them with ioy and acclamations, when 
he paſt by Sawmar to CNN had cuer binſo ſince, 
if wicked counſellors had notabuſed(our reſpetts]& obe- 
dicnces, and had not made vs know by many deplorable 
experiences)that they contriued& faſhioned the ſnares of 
our ruine, & todraw vs from forth theſe places, notthat 
the K. ſhould be better ſerued, for that was impolfible, 
bur becauſe they would find meanes to violate his Edits 

with impunitie. 
But how they haue borne themſelues to bereaue vs of 
them,is that which it imports one to know, & the 
which we wall fetch from its head fountaine & originall. 


Firſt they would haue riſed it by force of Armes, 
wr tans 6 layd the Pow = wan a little after the death 
of the greatof memorie,by the innouation 


whichthey decreed & todoe in Berne, indiuer- 
ting the reuenews which the deceaſed Q.of Nawarreand 
the Eſtates of that Country had affigned for the mainte- 
nance of Miniſters & Colledges, and in employing them 
to furruſh the pride of ſome Biſhops, and the inſatiable 
couctouſnes ofthe Ieſuits. They belicued that,that poore 
people would vnderſtand this with gricfe, as alſo that 
thereupon we would preſently runto armes.But our mo- 
deration deeceiued them, ſo that we contented our ſclues 
from timeto make our humble complaints and remon- 
{trances to his Mie, and the wiſeſt of his Conncell held 
along time theſe matters inſuſpence. The other neuerthe- 
lefſe puſh'd ſtil obſtinatly.totheir former deſigns,& after 
hauing obliged the aſſembly of Lowdown to ſeperate them 
ſelues1n A».1619,through hope that for 6 months after 
there ſhoulal be no innouation in this buſineſſe, & y inthe 
interimthey would conſider 5 reaſons of theſe of Bearne, 

long before 
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before that time was expired , they led away the Kin 
into Gwyexe, and then goe ſuddainely thundring on theſe 
poore people, where by violence they paſs'd inthe Par- 
liamenc of / ax, that which former! y chey had reſolued 
and concluded ; ranfaking this Country with firange 
hoſtilicies, cruelly beat and outraged thoſe who could 
not ſaue themſclues by flight , defiling with indignity 
the Temples where they were accuflomed to pray vnto 
God, and to preach his holy Goſpell, thereby to hold 
this miſerable Country in eternall ſeruitude and flauery, 
filling ail pizces with Garrifons , and hauing drawne 
the Lord of Sales out of the Towne of Nawvarrins, 
through a thouſand oathes that they would leauc him 
the gouernment thereof , of which when they were be. 
coine maſters , for his good feruice they payd him with 
ſcoffes and laughtres , and laugh's at his credulity, 

They had not ſo well begun, not to purſue the poine 
of their good fortuye : the Deputies of the Afembly of 
Londan repaire to Rochell, at the hrt brute and newes 
of theſe outrages , according to the right which had 
beene expreflely given them before their laſt lepara- 
tion ,” and there prepar'd themſclues to goe againe and 
preſenctheir humble ſupplications to his Maicftie , but 
this is imputed tothem for crime, and they baue order 
todiſperſe and deuide themiclues ; and becauſe they 
would perfiſt in their remonſirances,they are there held 
as encrimed, our enemies armed againlt vs, who then 
thought to performe that in the nuddeſt of our other 
Churches , which they came from doing and exploi- 
ting in Bearne, as if nothing could hold out before them, 
or with[tand them. 

For having taken $:wmwur by the ſame Iure which 

they had Navarrins , thit is by oathes preſently viola» 
red , and corrupred the Gonrnours -of maty other 


places , which rhey rendred yoto them without (iriking: 


firoke, obli-;<d oth-1s to! reccive compoſitions , the 
which they as ſvong infringed , as at St. /oby , and { le 
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yae , they then came to Montanben, which ſerned as a 
barreto their entryes , andthe yeere after , which was 
Anno 1622. they aſſailed Montpelier, where they 
found fo vigorous reſitance , that they loſt all hope of 
becomming maſters thereof, whiles Rochell tor her pare 
acted wonders at Seca , 2nd defended her ſelfe (o well 
by Land , that thoſe before it did nothing elle but con- 
{ume themſelues. 

But for all this they were not daunted or diſcouraged, 
and knowing that their firſt deſigne to vanquilh vs by 
Armes, no way ſucceeded to their defires, they ſpinne 
a contrary threed, aud clewe , and forcſolue to ouere 
throw vs by a Treatie, fith they could not doe it by 
force: to which effeF, they propole and lecke with all 
variety of Art and policy , and doe ſo indultrioufly and 
cb\equiouſly comply with the Duke of Rohan, that he 


ſuffers him ſelfe to be inchanted, and lul'd afſecpe with 


their fluttering promiſes , who not able to perſwade 
him Ite that they could ſo wickely and perfidiouſly 
breake his Maiefties word as they did , he concluded to 
peace with them on thefe conditions ainong others: 

That his Maieftie entering into Aſompelter, ſhould 
make no change or innouation , that CMarens 
ſhonld berendred vp vmto vs, and that the Fort buile 
aoyning to Rochell, ſhould be demoliſhed ; and for 
the other places, which as th:n wee held and cnioyed, 
thcre ſhould no alterations at all be made. 

Here then are our enemies drawne out of ſome rubs 
and dangers, by the onely meanes of this Treatic, but 
yet they have not fall-n from their firft intents. The 
Cittic of Mozrpellver having opened her gates to the 
King.gauehim to braue a reception and entrance, as ſhe 
thought ſhe had thereby giuen him an eternall confi» 
dence of her fidelity : but the recompence (he receiued, 
was the Garriſon which was left there againſt the pub- 
licke faith , fo ſolemnly ſworne , with inftruCtions to 
the Commanders and Officers, fo to affli the Inhabi= 
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eans, that they themſelues ſhould be conſtrained there. 
by rademaund that which all other people naturally 
deteſt and abhorre , that is to ſay ,to be ſubjeRed tothe 
, aq Yoke of a Cittadell , according to which or- 

er, the houſes of the 'chicefeſt , and molt eminent , are 
ſtuffed yp and oppreſled with Souldiers which cate 
them out , who ſpoile their Vines , deſolate their fields, 
quarrell with all, affaile the honour and chaſticy of their 
wiues and daughters. Some in regard of theſe injuries, 
conſent to make this demand , and ſome three or foure 
{core yr» the requeſt of our Supplication : this ( as 
they lay ) is not to preiudice the right ofthe reſt of the 
Towne , nor to the remarkable intereſt which all our 
other Churches had therein; neuertheleſſe this great 
tumulcuous Garriſon would not fayle to take them at 
their words : ſo the foundations of this Cittadell were 
preſently laid , and in a ſhort time brought: to. perfe- 
Rion , and then it was that with all ſorts of licenciouſnes, 
they began to grate and afflict this poore Cittie , farre 
more then before , all her priuiledges are annihilated, 
the Inhabitants diſarmed to their very kniues : the chie- 
teſt Cittie-Virgins are ſnatch away from their fathers 
and mothers , to marry them toſorne -vagabond Soul- 
diers of a contrary Religion , many are compeld to Apo- 
ſtafie, andin a word , oncethis rich Cittie, now this 
poore people, are made {laues to an vaheard of , and 
matchlefle tyranny, In, and in this manner they aſſured 
themſelues of Montpettier, 

As for Marans , when the reſtitution thereof was 
preſſed , it was found inthe warrant which they had 
cauſed to be diſpatched and expedited , that they had 
committed a notable impoſture : for” in ftead of that 
which they had ſhewed to the Duke of Rohan , and 
whence the peace was concluded, they had abſoluce- 
ly promiſed , that this Towne ſhould be reſtored ivt9 

ehands and keeping of his fic Gouernour, bur in this 
laft, they adioyned an Alcernatiue, which deſtroyed the 
| F2 pre- 
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edent propoſition, to wit, Or recompenceſhall bee 
Foias, nbaky they cuaded and cluded our dee 
maund. 


Bur all theſe are yet but ſmall matters. As Rechelb 
was the place which moſt of all croſſed their defignes , 
conſidering that in regard of ſecond cauſes, ſhe's as one 
of the Axell Trees of our Subſiftance : It was to become 
Maſtcrs thereof, that the firſt and chiefeſt intents haue 
theſe many yeecres aymed, but not being able to pro- 
cure and compaſle itby Armes, nor to reduce and bring 
them to the point of confidence , which proued fo 
mournfull and milerable to. Aſorntpelizer, to wit, to open 
their Gates, they attempted another way which they 
iudged lefle chargeable and more eafic, and peraduen- 
ture which right more fortunately ſucceed, then all that 
which they had formerly done during the time of 
Warres; there was a Fort began to be built before this 
Towne, which by this peace was to bee demoliſhed, as 
by anexpreſſc warrant to thar cfte&t was lent and expe- 
dited as we hauec formerly ſaid : But how folemne ſo- 
euer this promiſe was, they rcfolucd not to hold or per- 
forme it ; and ſo to operate and worke by meanes of 
this Fort intime of peace, that which they could not 


have to effeR during the Warres : And as this Towne 


cannoc fubſiſt but by the meancs of comerce and trade : 
{othey already premudged that the ſubſiRance of the ſaid 
Fore, would infallibly wholy depriuc and take it from 
them ; there being no great hope or apparance that 
Merchants would frequent a place fo neere to danger, 
much lefſe hazerd orentruſt their goods : Beſides, this 
Fort being ſo ncere to their Towne, it might facilirate 
their Enemies Intelligence, and chalke out a way to ſur- 
prile: And putthe worſt,if they were inforced tocome 


' xo Atmes ,- they had therein a ſirong and powerfull 


Arcenall ready to «their hands, and therein all forts of 
prepara:jues for a.Siege, The Rochellers who careful. 


* ly lauetheſe conſequences, and likewiſe forelawe how 


ruinous 


ruinous thty might bee yato them : diſpatched their 
Deputiestothe King at the very inftant of the accepta- 
tion of the peace,aliwell ro tender him their Submiſſions, 
as to procure neceſſary warrants for the demolition of 
the Fort : Theſe Depuries find 'the King at Lyons, of 
whom they are fauourably receiued, and obraine of his 
Councell as many g90d words and papers as they can 
delire : returning thus with Letters ro Monſieur eAr- 
nand ( which commanded the Fort) which enioyned him 
ipcedily to free the lame, and to ſuffer it ro bee demol- 
lithed, But he who had already the watch-word giuen 
him, mocked art all theſe their diſpatches and expediti- 
ons, and told them plainely, he knew the Kings inten- 
tions better then they all : and ſo fortifying, in ſtead of 
demolliſhing, ſpared neither coſt, labour, or diligence, 
to aduance his worke, The others haue ſpeedy recourſe 
totheir complaints, and reſound very loud the indignity 
and diſobedience offered them, to the end they ſhould 
not fly out, before the Fort were brought to perfeQtion: 
they are entertaynd with good hopes , and promiſed 
they ſhall have Commiſhoners ſent them, to ſee if they 
haue performed and fatiſfied that which they neuer 
enioyed by the Declaration, and that they vpon notice 
thereof would giue them all content. Whiles theſe 
Commiſſoners adde delay ro delay, andpurpolely tra- 
uell rowards Rochell'by yery ſmall journeyes , the 
Fort is finiſhed, and furniſhed with abondance of Ord- 
nance, and with all ſorts of promfions of Warre and 
'Victuals : guarded by a mighty Garriſon , and with a 
molt exa&t vigilancy and carez. in a word , in that 
Eltate of power, no longer to feare Reche!! , but 
to make Rochell teare therm, And then it was chat arri- 
ued thelc long expected Commiſſioners : who finding 
nothing to queſtion or contradi&t with obedience wher- 
unto the Towne was obliged to the King, they without 
giuing them any contentment, went to finiſh their Com- 
maiſhon iathe Itle of Reez by committing range out- 
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rages and afflitions on that poore people, and by ma« 
king exa&t and curious reſearches of all that had paſſed 
ducing the Warre, The Rochellers ſecing themſclues fo 
proſely mocked and abuſed , doe not omit. neuerthe- 

ſſe to reiterate their complaints to the King, with ſuch 
ſence and paſſion, that hee being touched therewith, 
giues them againe good words : but thoſe of whom the 
performance and execurion thereof depended, haue con- 
crary intents and defignes : ſo that whiles thoſe buſily 
purlue their complaints, theſe are inceflantly conſpiring 
and plotting of many Enterpriſes ypon the Towne, 
Particularly of one mannaged by a certaine fellow na. 
med Cowrſelles, who being on the very point to execute 
it, it plealed God fo well to deret it, that the vnder- 
taker thereof was taken; and others with whom he had 
conſpired, conuicted hereof. Whereupon the Deputics 
of Rochell are againe in Court to demaund Iuſtice : bur 
they were flatly refuſed, and told they were tob iim- 
portunate in their complaints , which if they continued, 
they ſhould be imputed tono lefſe then crime, yea they 
proceeded too recriminatious ; and told them that they 
were a mutioous and faQious people. A deplorable 
condition of a Patient, who is forbidden to conlolidate 
his ficknefle by his complaints and ſorrowes. 

All theſe proceedings cleercly demonſtrate, what the 
defigne of our Enemics was againſt this poore Towne : 
Burt their impatience finding all theſe delayes and cour- 
ſes too long, they againe reſolue to make triall of their 
Armes : fo they proucd great and powerfull prepara- 
tions by Land : but chiefel they rigge and make ready 
a ſtrange Fleet at Blaver , purpolcly at ynawares to 


thunder yponthis poore- Towne, which they hope can- 
not eſcape them, Which-conioyned with the other 
breaches of the peace every where committed, obliged 
the Duke of Roban, by whom it had beene treated and 
conducted to aduiſe ofthe meanes to diuert this great 
Rorme, which threarned ſpecdily to betall our —_— 
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and aboue all to prevent that this Towne, which ſo much 
imports ys, were not taken from vs ; who belecued thac 
there was no better, expedicnt,nor truer remedy, then to 
take from our Enemies the meanes which thcy had de- 
ſtined to ruine vs, So Monficur Soubize went and 
poſſeffed himſelfe of thoſe Ships which were preparirg 
again(t ys at Blamerz and came to the Ile of Ree to free 
thega from the yoake which the aforctaid C ommifſio« 
n'rs had fubreRed them to, and after to affay to deli» 
uer Rochell from chis Fort which ſo much opprAl@dirt, 

Our Enenies ſeeing their detigre to preuented, ai d 
gone retrograde , they make Heauen and Earth retound 
wich their complaints, as the diſturbers of the publique 
peace. Iris a crime to vs not to {uficr cur {clues to bee 
ruined : and to prevent the blowe which was intended 
totally ro overthrow vs. Every where they defile vs 
with blacke calumnies, as if wee were the greateſt 
Traifors of the world; fo that through their artificial 
infunvuations, his mott Excellent Matctite of Great 
Britame, and my Lords the States,that without vs they 
were ready to ioyre their Armes with theirs againſt the 
Common Enemy, and vnder pretence to have againe re- 
ſumed that dc ſigne, they draw Ships trom them , bur 
employ them agiinft vs: lo as preſently there was a new 
face on: our affarres, hauing co doe with ſuch powerfull 
Enemies: and the griefe hereof was the more fſerfible 
to vs, to ſee thar our deſtruction approached by thole, 
from whom we ought to hawe expected all ayde and 
aſhſtance. 

Ard yet our enernies ſaw , they could not ſo ſoone 
arriueto the point and period of their pretertes : for al- 
though Rochell had receiucd a checke, yer ſhe wanted 
heicher courage , men, or prouthons, The Duke of 
Rohan cuc out bufioeſſe in other places , and what z.rt 
or policy foever was vied , there was no meares to 
ſeuer Montauban and the other Communaltics trom the 


geucrall cauſe, Morcouer the King of Great Zruame, 
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and the Lords the States,ſeeing how they were deluded 
and ſurpriſed, would no permir the ſtay of their 
Chips againſt vs, which were therrue motives that made 
our Enemies become more flexible, ro the Overtures 
of accommodating and aduancing the peace made by 
the Ambaſladours of the ſaid King , and the Lords the 
States : But yer wee muſt not belecue thar they had 
changed their maximes, or left off cheir deſignes , to 
depriue vs of Rochell, and all ther places which remai- 
ned , on any tearmes or rates whatſocucr, 

And indeed their ations and deporiments fince the 
pen manifeſtly declared it to vs. The peace wasno 

ooner concluded, but they enforced the Lord of Aont- 
auban to depart with ,and leauc his houle of Afconillon, 
which were the inheritance of his Anceſtors, becauſe 
the ſcituation thereof being firange , it might ſerue as a 
retreat tothe poore neighbouring Preteltants, Since the 
death of the late Conttable, the Marſhall of Crequy 
hath expeld all choſe of the Religion trom the Gouern- 
ments which he held in D#/phime; So as all the Chur- 
ches of this Prouince doe now remsine without ſhelter 
or proteQion, and expoſcd to all the ftormes of perſecu- 
tion; and there is ſcarce a Towne which remaines in our 
hands, of any eltecme or conſideration , but fince the 
wee peace,can iuflific they hauc made many delignes 
and enterpriſes thereon, 

Bur aboue all, there hath beene an obſtinate perſeue- 
ratio14n their reſolucion agunlt Roched, and they are lo 
farre from demolifhing the Fort ( as we haue formerly 
wſbficd ) which they proauted to the Ambaſſadours, 
that rhey hauenewly inlarged and fortified it , and there, 
tHoſe haue had refuge , who cither atcempted to be- 
tray it in the time of warre,vor to lurprizeit in thetime of 
peace. The 15 1 wondeatull, yea 2 formidable, Magas 
zin of all necellaric, preparztiues fur a fieige) laid afore, 
It, tc Grrrifonas redowo!ed,, who heart £ heni{elues 
lo longs ad yiavutly cut gious, hayg deugted 
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all the reminders, left by che laſt warres, and yet infolently 
threaten very ſhortly to doe worle, 

'Moreouer , all the little Townes, and Hamblers about 
Rochell, which by exprefle Articles giuen likewiſe in wricng 
tothe Ambaſſadors, were to be dilcharged of Garilgs,is it yct 
ſo farre from being performed, as contrariwiſe they pretent- 
ly fild them vp with new ſupplyes, which being placed & iſ- 
perſed neere the Towne, could in one 11ght be there, either 
for aſurpriſe, or the aduancing of a Sicge : and yet they ex= 
tremely afflict thoſe with whom they are billired,and entorce 
them co take paſſeports trom them, as if it were in tne midſt 
of warre , purtivg Taxes and jmpohrtions on their goeds : 
{poylirg their Vines and Haruelt, and keeping theſe poore 
people as priſoners in their owne houſes. 

Bur it is nothing for themto ſhut vs vp by Land, if they 
doe not the like by Sea: fo as judgen g the iſle of Ree very 
commodious for their purpoſe , although they g-ue their 
woras there ſhould be no innouation or change : yet they 
ſend Mounheur de Thorax to build a ſtrong Fort there: which 
having performed, and with the very goods of the Rochel. 
lers that chey hail in that Ifland, wereof he violently poſleſſcſt 
himlelte, alchough by an exprefle Article of the' Declaration 
they were toreſtore tt then he b-gay to play the part of a 
Soueragne , compelling all Ships which departed forth the 
River, coatrend his pleaſure and permifſion : ftayed others 
who would enter ; bur «ſpecially if they were loaden with 
any prouifions or viQtuals: and in a word, dealt with them, 
as if warte had bene proclaime4, 

Having thus aduanced their affaires by Sea and Land 
without. they preſently after carry their malice into the very 
bowels ofthe Towne, by! abuſing ( in aduenturing to lole 
it ) the ſarred reſpeR which it beares to his Maicftic in the 
perſon of ms Officers: He had fo wronght, chat his Maieltie 
ſhould ſead Commiſſioners for the execution of the Peace, 
and accordingly they were receined with all forts of reſpect 
and honour : bur at their very entrance they flye at Aſonopo- 
les; and there being then ſome grudge and diffrence be- 
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ewixt the body of the Towne, and the other Inhabitant 
for ſome point of order and gouernment among them, they 
ler fie tothis deuifion, animating the one part againlt the 
other ; yet both co betray each other, to the end to rune 
them all by this their proper diuiſiens. There was oblerued 
a particular intelligence berweene themand the Fort, and c- 
ucry day they held ſecret conferences in their Lodgings , 
whereat there were none but were either knowne or tuſ. 
av; ro Wiſh ill tothe Towne : and for the full conuiction 

creof, one of them was ſurpriſed as hee would haue ccr- 
rupted a Towneſman, who had the Office to [earch all Ships 
that came iato the Harbvus, and ſo to Hop bis mouth that 
way. And bricfely, whereas their Commiſſion might haue 
beeae ended intwo dayes : they obſtivately r: mained inthe 
Towne, vnill the arriuall of the warre {et them away. So 
becauſe they ſtayed there fo long without buſineſſe, without 
doubt it is a ſtrong preſumption, they were ſent thither to 
ſowe ſome Treaſons, and to introduce within the Towne, the 
rneanes of her rum-, whilcs others laboured powerfully withe 
out, likewiſe to effect it, 

The laſt blo.» of their pernitious deſignes, before we who- 
ly take off the Maske, and ſo come to the laſt effeRs of vio- 
lence, was a generall defence to tranſport any Cerne by Sea: 
yea, not only to forraigne Countries, but from-one harbour, to 
another in France: and this defence was ſet en foote, when 
France abounded and regorged with Corne: fo as many who 
diſcouered not the true i-tent hereof, wondered to heare it 
publiſhed : and diuers who had great Rore of Come on 
their hands to traffique abroad, as accuſtomed, extremely 
murmured thereat. 

But the true end and ayme thereof was, to preuent that 
Rochell [hould not viRtuall it ſclfe, and when they pleafed co 
_— ic, thatthey might with more facility quell ber by 

mine. 

We doubt not but thoſe who will pleaſeto refle& and caſt 
their eyes vpon this Table, whereon «we chalke out ourgriefes 
and wrongs, will not fad. ic very. pleaſing, bus thark will: 
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offend and wearie their fight, to fixe them fo Tong ypen ſuch 
diſtaltfull and forrowfull obieRs of iniuſtices, difloyalries , 
outrages, ranſackings, oppreſing of ſo many Townes, and of 
ſo many thouſands of people, with the ſeuerall delignes, gene- 
rally to roote them out, and for euer to exterminate themes 
Bur yet we affure them, that we haue not here inſerted the 
thoulandrh pact of our miſcries : for whoſocuer would fully 
and puncually repreſent them , his paper mutt be as great 
as Fraxce, and he muſt reſolue ro write any Volumes. Ir 
ſufficeth by this ſmall part, to iudge of the whole piece : for 
by thisclawe they may ſuficiencly know theſe Lyons, and 
fee into what extremitie and gulfe ot miſcries, they haue re- 
duced vs: Forina word, they haue robd ys of our goods , 
wronged vs ia our Honours, ſpilt our blood, and not (pared 
our To-n5:s after our death; and all rhis ia dereſtation of our 
Religion, the memory whereot etermally to aboliſh : there 
13 no violence, but they haue imploycd : no cruelty, butthey 
haucpraRtiled : nor no faith # promite, bur they hauc in- 
fringed an4 delzcerated, eſpecially of the latt peace, whereof 
they haue wilfally broken all the Clauſes and Articles, and 
duriag the time thercof, haue publiquely ſought our ytter 
ruine and defirudtion. | 

To remedy all theſe our miſeries, wee haue continually 
haunted : yeal may fay, beſciged the Gates of our Prince 
his Palace, and lifted yp. our yoyces, thereby endeauoring 
tomake him vnlerſtand our gricuances : bur particularly 
Rochell hath ftill had their Depuries proſtrate at his Maiellies 
feere ; to beſcech him to ſhew them ſome good effeRs of 
his Royall promiſe. But we haue found deate cares to our 
requelts,or elſe taken vp & preoccupated, with all thar which 
the fouleft villany of our Enemics hath beene accuſtomed 
flanderoufly to vomic forth againſt vs: fo that we haue bin 
ſent back with reproach and jndignirie, and taken fron vs all 
hope to doe vs right and juſtice : yca the more we haue com- 
plained of our flutery, che more we haue toynd them to in- 
creaſe and apgrauate- it, that now this rc medy hath increaſed 


the lickneſſe of our miſery,” Anil as for Roched, as her oppref- 
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a3. greatelt, ſo were her complaints, and alſo more 
e_guent, full they were peremptorily defended to exhibire 
Sy more; and toid openly that they ſhould po longer cx+ 
= he demolition of the Fort. | 
Fa this indeed was to bee reduced tothe laſt point of 
Extremny, (ith our Enemies left v» not that which is cone 
monly g1ucn to thoſe who are mo t miſerable, (to wit) Hope. 
Whereon, who will nor preſently judge, that finding nothing 
bur diſpaice of that ſide, nothing but all ſorts of diſl-tialty and 
perfidiouſneſſe, and an obflinat reſolution to ruine vs; That 
the care which cuery one naturally ought to haue of his pro- 
per conſeruation, oblieged vsto ſeeke out for other 1emes= 
dies? And where ſhould we cle finde them , bution having 
| | our recourſe to thoſe, which were deſpoſitors and pledges 
ſ to vs of the peace, which was ſo ill kept and oblerued rovs2 
and if any one doubt cfthe right or equity we haue inthis 
our reſolution, hee will therein ſhew lumſclfe , cuhes ablo=* 
7 lutely ignorant, or wholy malgious. | Co 
i For who but knowes, that when hee thetis oblieged, 
comes to faile of his promile, that then the partie interetted, 
hath his lawfull recourſe to the Suretie, and conſequently iuft 
cauſe to call on him? for this, nature informes vs; all lawes 
teach vs ; and daily experience inthe practice of all-pcople 
confirmes to ys. 
Becauſe therefore that the peace was giuenvs, by the 
meanes and mediation of the King of ercat Britaine , and of 
the Lordsthe States, and that they conlented to giue vs al- 
ſurance for the obſeruation thereof , who ſcesnot, that wee 
have all right at the breach and contrauenticn thergof, to-ad- 
dreſſe our ſelucs rott.em , andto fecke their refuge? And 
ſurely the difficultie wasnot inthe right and equitie , but in 
the meanes to bs able ro doe. it, eſpecially wn a publike 
way,the captiuitie wherein we were held being ſiich, that the 
firſt who hai! dared tohauc wade this propolitian , had in» 
fallibly loſt his head for the fame: whereof wenecd no other 
{eor teftimonie , then that which happened ia the ſame, 
Towne of Rachel, white an luhabicanguames.!, Ls Viera 
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hauing beene lorg ſiſpeRed to nave received Commiſſion 
fron che King of England, be was thereon impriſoned, and 


condemned to dye. Such was the power and 2uchoritie of the © , 


Commuſſ oners. | 
Frere re:naines then one onely way, which is, That the 
; Duke of Rohan, who in quality of chicke Generall of our 
Chirches , had dealt in former occa(ions , and who interae- 
ped in the two Treaties of peace, would take on him this 
care. [ndced the zcale which he hach ever borne to the good 
of our Churci:es , having opened his eyes to ſee the extreme 
perill wherein they were , and giuen him courage enough, 
( notwithltanding the great dangers which threaten vs ) to 
aduertiſe the Kivg of Great Britaine thereof , God hath ſo 
ſingularly faucured his good intents , giuen ſuch an efficacy 


Cad to his,requeits, and to thoſe of Monhieur dz 


Soukjge his brother, tortified with thoſe of many honeſt men, 
( of all conditions ) of our Churches, that the heart of this 
great King hath beene touched wich compaſſion and pitie of 
our wrongs, to employ his power,” to defingige to vs 
his Royall faith, 

Sith ten ic 15 for that which he is now armed, to conſult 
if we ſhould accepr ofhis good will, were properly to dif- 
pute, if a ſicke patient that ts dying , ſhould open the doore to 
a Phy (icion who comes to cure htm; or if a poore man who 
15 nere drow ning;ſhould refuſe torake the hand of him which 
extends it to him, to drawe himout of the water, whercin 
he is panting, and neere dying. *So the Tuftice beivg ablolure, 
the neceſhtic extreme, and in this neceſſitie and [uttice, the 
occalion ſo faueurable ;, what rematnes for vs to doe , bur af- 
ter our molt humblz thankefulnefl- and prayers to God the 
Author of all bleffings, likewiſe ro addreſſe and offer vp 
our humbte thankes to the King of Greac Byitr 12 , tor {> fir 
and timely afh(tance,” | ay )togiue a full approbariorrts his 
Armes, asrailed in our fauour, to wyne our felaes to him 
with all our powers and torces, with a moſt humble ſyppli- 
cation to his Maicſte, that hee will pleate to continue ys the 
effcAs of his Royall proceftion/, vatill the obltioacy of our 
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Enemies be vanquiſhed , and 2; they ſuffer vs to approach 
the ſacred perſon of the moſt Chrittian King our Prince , to 
obtaine of his [uftice the accompliſhing of his Edicts, and the 
reparation and domage of the breaches which haue beene of- 
fred vs, lince the deceaſe of Hemry the Great, of happy and 
glorious memory ? 

Here doubtleſſe our enemies will make tragicall exclama- 
tions, to defame our proccedings , ad malicioully to impute 
ynto vs the want of affetion towards our Countrie , in 1oy- 
ning our Armes with Strangers : But let them iutily impure 
the blame hereof to themſclues , becauſe they in their con- 
ſciences know , that itis their cruell and ob{iinate oppreſſion, 
which hath impoſed on vs this neceſſitie; and therefore what- 
loeuer the eucnts thereof be, they are their owne proper 
workes, not ours, But contrariwiſe, with what face darc they 
enterpriſe or taxe vs yponthis point, ith they have commit- 
ted thoſe things which are ſtill recent and freſh in our memo- 
ric? Doe they beleeue that we have forgotten their enraged 
furics during the L:ague, whento defend ourliues & Religi- 
on,we accepted ayde & afſiftance from England? Have we 
defaced the Armes of our Prince , and contemned his obe= 
di-nce as they then did ? Haue we rendred vp any one Town, 
as they then delivered to the Spaniard , all thoſe whereon 
they could become maſters , and among others the Capitall 
Citic? Haue wee laid hands vpen the ſacred perſon of our 
Prince, as they wickedly and damnably haue done ? What 
reſemblance is there in a defence drawne from neceſhtie as 
is ours, { alwayecs inſubicRion , and (Hil ready to recurne 
to durie ) with cheir audacious reuol: ; ſo long, fo obſ{tinate, 
ſo pernicious + hauing not the lealt pretext to,charge vs of the 
leaſt outrage in cheir perſons, of the leaſt diſgrace in their 
bonours , ofthe leaſt extortion incheir goods, or of the leaft 
force in their conſciences , and who alleadge f.-r their only 
griefe and complaine,that the Princ*, who became then weary 
of killing, was more mercitull then they wo 1d haue him, 
in ſpilling of our blood, ſich from thence they haue derived 


' ther Lay co vic furious reſolutions, which all men have be- 
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held and ſeene? Are they not impudently aſharned to ac- 
cuſe our moate, hauing ſuch great beames 1n their eyes, ard 
to calumniat our innocency, being guilty of the ſame crimes? 

Heere' therefore let ſhame aud confulion Rop their 
mouthes, tothe end that we may _open ours m the true pro- 
teltations which we make of our innocency, and of .he in- 
uiolable fidelity ( whatlocuer be laid of vs ) which wee will 
obſerue , and beare to the King our Soueraigne x being 
wounded in heart (through the violence of his bad Seruants) 
to be reduced to doe any thirg which ciſpleaferti him , and 
are all of vs ready to caſt our lelues at his teete, to demaund 
his fauour, when he will pleaſe to ceceiue vs, and to ſecure 
vs from their cruektes., 

Or if there be any fai:hfull Seruant neere his Perſon ; we 
pray him co ſerue ys as an Eccho, that we may make him vn- 
deritand by his mouth, how falle & fladerous thoſe imprefſſi- 
ons are, which contrariwiſe are giuen to him of vs : and that 
in eff-&, after our obedience due vato(zod, we breath, no» 
thing but his {cruice, and (our Religion ſer apart) will there- 
in cuer be ready tofacrifice our lives, 

Wherefore wee humbly befeech him, to ſpare our lives, 
and in ſtead of purſui'g vs, by the violence of his Armes, that 
he will once ſcrioufly commaund ,that-we may be better yſed 
hereafter, then heretofore, 

The more powerfully to induce him hereby, ard ſo by 
this meanes, to perſwade him to regiue a good and perdura= 
ble Peace to his Subiects : hee ſhall doe well, ro draw the 
picture of the delolations of his Eſtate, to make him ſee 
therein ſo great a deluge of blood {pilt, which properly, and 
truely is his : becauſe « 1» that of his people : So muchtrea + 
{ure exhau{ted, I meane the ſweat and' the fubRance of the 
Artificer, and of the poore labouring Country man, who als 
ready ftarue with hurg-r: So-many houſes beaten downe 
and dimoliſhed , whereof {to ſpeake truth) iris he that ſuffe. 
reth che decayes and ruines, tor that he 13 Lord in Capire, 
So many rmſ1kings and outrages, inderd ought: to tov: hs 
Royall hcart :. becauſe. i is hus Kirgaome, that fecles and 
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endares them, and that they are his owne propet bowels 
which are torne in ſunder. 

Let it farther repreſent ynto him , the great aduantage 
which hee gets by thele diviſions and nuleries, who isthe 
moſt dangerous Enemy of his Crowne, who duly encreafeth 
his owne Eſtates and Countries, and conqu«reth new, whiles 
he ſpoyleth and ruineth his owne : and who mounts to fo 
high and ſublime ad-gree of power, thatthere isno Chriſti+ 
an Prince to whom hercafcer tHe ought not to be farmidable: 
and France aboue any other, hath 1u't cauſe rt feare him : for 
that all the world knowes how paſſionately hee hath a long 
time hunted to poſleſle it ; and were it not for any other cauſe 
and title, th-n that which N4warre aſſures him , (to wit ) 
Vſurpatton, and that ic were ht and proper tor him. 

And put the caſe thac*this apprehenſioa w-re yet more 
retired : yet let this picture (till eadenour ro mike him lee, 
what a blemiſh ic is to the glory and luitre of his Crowne, 
now to permic all his Allyes, lo miſerably to. perich, whom 
his Predeccfſors fo gloriouſly maintained and detended, And 
what will poſterity {ay of hun, when they (hall ynderſtand, 
that the Griſons, the King of Denmarke. and all G-rmany 
ſhall Roope vader the yoake of the houle of eAuiF714, when 
Lewis 13+ ſatetothenelmeot the French Monarchic; and 
that in ſtead of aſſilting of them, as he was boun4 by |1js anci- 
ent Allances & confederations,& by his new reiterated pro- 
miles, that hee hath abandoned them as a prey tothe Vſur- 
per, and caſt away all care to a(filt them, to kindle a fire in 
his owne proper eltate, and [9 to ouer-coucr it with flunes 
and rumes? 

Yea,lec this Piture emplay it {clfe,torake & remove from 
him all icruples of contcience, whereby they nave inflamed 
& fl-(h,d him againſt vs.becaule of Religion,and fo end-your 
to make him comprehend. that all Soules b: long to God, (in 
which regard, he 1s termed the Fath x of Spirics) and for him 
alchough itbe told him, his Scepe-r hath no {uri{diftion. Yer 
lay that we were in an errour : that it is adiſeaſe of the fouls; 
which co cure, there js none but {pitituall remedies that haue 
efficacy 
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eficacy to performe it,and thar all conſtraint & vi-lence offe- 
redto the body, is yncapable thereof; thar it hath ill ſuccee= 
ded tothole who haue made triall of theſe violent cures, as 
the experiences of many of his Predecefſors ( without aſcen- 
ding higher ) doc but too ſufficiently make good and con- 


That thoſe who ſuggeſt theſe bloody counſels to him, and 
to tolerate but one Religion, doe nocwithſtanding practiſe 
the contrary in their owne Eftates. The Pope permitting 
lewes in Rome, Ancona, and Anignon, although, they open= 
ly blaſpheme againſt the name of Ielus Chriſt : and the 
Spaniard (faid to be ſo good a Catholique) was ready to ale 
low the exerciſe of our Religion to the Netherlands, if at 
that time there had beene noother. gifferences bu that. 

That by all theſe conſiderations colle&ted together, and 
others which his wiſedome ſhall dictate vnto him, this 
good Seruant endeuoureth to incline him to giue vs a good 
Peace, whoſe Ciment may be the inuiolable execution of his 
EdiRts, that by the continuance and preſeruation thereof, this 
poore Kingdome may reviue & breathe from her former mi- 
ſcries, and re-obtaine the happines of her priſtine felicity, and 
he alſo may be now bleſt of all his SubjeAs, and enioying 
p*ace at home, may ſhew himſelfe for the defence of thoſe 
his Allics abroad who yet ſubſit; and erraiſe the others 
from the ruines and miſeries wherein they are fallen for waut 
of his Royall afſiftance, 

And hereafter-we haue addreſſed our ſelues to the perſon 
of our Prince, wee alſo inuoke all thoſe, who rough they 
are of a contrary Religion to ys, are yet people of good con- 
ſciences, and retaine (ill the hearts and affections of Loyall 
Frenchmen, to the end to ſpeake here in preſence of God, 
thatif the ficit can ſome way conſent to ſo many iniuftices 
and difloyalcies, which haue beene offered to vs, whereb 
we haue heene wronged andcircumuented : Andif the 0- 
ther make themnot to inynein pitty and compaſſion, for the 
miſeries and calamities of our common Country, wherein ir 
15 plunged and precipitated, by the cnrage and furious _ 
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they baue toruinevs, What, A deate fellow-CirizensSWill 
you {hill permit your {clues ro be led by the Noles by your 
Friers, who owing their Ozthes and Eyes to the Pope, an 
l.okiog with their hearts towards Sparne, haue beene the fa- 
tall Fircbrands, 2nd mournefull Torches of our former flames 
and milcries, and ynder the ſame pretext of thoſe times, 
would now againe enkindl-.chem> Doe you not bewaile 
the Raigne of ZTemry the Great,during which,cuery one pray- 
ing to God, as be ynderſtood; tbar Peace brought vsthenin 
plcaty and abundance, and we all confpired and ynited our 
afteCtions to the leruice of our Prince, and to fil and heape 
yp our Country with happinefſe? Were you then leffe faued, 
and ble{t, then now ever (ince we hae begun to be perſecu- 
red'? What indiſcretion is it in you to ditturbe your Peace 
and tranquillity, becauſe we belecue not as you beleeve? Or 
if it ſhould be {o, are you anſwerable for our conſciences ? 
and is it not onely to qur ſclues, that the preiudice and detri- 
ment muſt accrue ? Why leaue you not vs to the iudgement 
of him, before whom we muſt all appeare at the latter day, 
and to whom ye ſhall not be accountable for what we haue 
belceucd or done > Doe you thinke, that to wrong vs, is a 
good way to conuert vs? So often as you haue attempred 
theſe mercilefle and cruell courſes, what hath there followed 
or ſuccceded thereof ; but the ſame defolations and miſeries 
which this preſent time preſents vnto you ? And what can 
he more deſire, who is as much the Ancient Encmie of 
this Eſtate, as he feignes to be of our Religion : bur co ſee vs 
armed, and bloody minded one againſt the other, thar after 
he may become Matter of all, In the name of G 9d?at laſt be. 
ginne to yndecceiue your (elues.diſpoyle and rip your ſelacs 
of your Animoſicics, and contribute your wile Counſels to 
reclaime thoſe, which an iffcon(iderate zeale hat! crantported 
to ſuch furious emationsand combuttons. Tell them ( al- 
though they are madeto belecue the concrary ) in will bee on 
them, which the greateſt and heauieſt Durrheas of the warre 
will fall : they will be loaden wich inpotts and exa tions, ro 
queuch the thirlt of blovd-aogads, who will ſucke them 
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dry,tothe very reines, Their Fields ſhall be the prey and 
pillage of Souldiers; they ſhall be che firlt obliged ro expoſe 
themlclues to eminent perils and dangers, and atter all this, 
when thoſe who manage theſe combuttions, for their owne 
particular ends and intereſts, haue made vp their markets, 
and well filled their purſes,then they ſhall ſee things tend and 
bend to hopes of Peace, whereof they will reape no other 
fruites, but griefe and ſorrow for their loſſes, labour and 
paines,and alfoto ſee how they have beene abuſed and fool'd 
through their ſimple credulity, by thoſe who hauing in their 
moutnes the ſpecious names of the Eltate, and Religion: and 
yet to no cther end, but toiorich themſclues by the publique 
calamity, 

Burt as for you, our molt deare Brothers, who in this 
Kingdome proteſſe with vs the purity of one and the ſame 
Religion,in what place or quality ſocuer you are, we expect 
from you, that as our grietes and afflitions are common, ſo 
our feelings thereof may be, We will not heere diſcouer the 
ſcarres and cicatrices of our wounds, by reproaching thoſe 
among you, who heretofore haue beheld our calamities with 
dry eyes , or who.thought to haue done much to bewaile 
them. No, no, we will impute this blame to the deceitfull 
Songs of the Syrens, who have ſometimes heretofore inchan» 
ted and lull'd vs aflcepe our ſelues: But now we coniure 
yeu by all that is holy and ſacred, not to pou your ſclues 
to be any longer deceiued : you ſhall haue many Offers 
made you, to rent and difioyne your ſelues from vs. They 
will extort Declarations from you, that you hold vs Rebels : 
they will oblige you likewiſe to arme your {clues againlt ys: 
But inthe name of God, conſider with your lelues, that all 
ourreb. llion is, becauſe we will not rcbell againtt God; and 
that as by the grace of God, we remaine conſtant in the ſame 
Religion which you profeſſe, ſo your diſauowing of vs, will 
in effe& be the renouncivg of Telus Chrift, and your Armes, 
if you arc ſo miſcrable rotake them vp againſt ys, and ro of- 
fend ys, will wound our Common Sauiour and Redeemer, 
and againe crucifie him in his members, Know likewiſe, that 
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our Enemies intend no lefle cruelty to you then to vs, be- 
cauſe they elteeme vs as the Dike and Fences to hinder the 
Torrent from goiog to ſwallow downe, and ſubmerge you, 
Thoſe wild Boares haue nv intent to ſpare-any thing in the 
poore Vine of the Lord : but they ruſh vpon vs, as belecuing 
that we are the hedges and inclofure. It is impoſſible that in 

our ruines, you be not bruyſed to death, becauſe we are but 
one houſe : In our Shipwracke, you will infallibly periſh, for 
that we {ayke in one and the fame Ship. All the fauour 

which you can hope or expect from them, is\ bur that of the 
Cyclope, to be dewoured laſt, As dere to you then as is our 

common ſubſiitance,let vs vnite our (clues rogerher for our 

common defence. Be nor then fo faiat hearted, to ſiffir ys to 

periſh, except you intend immediately after ro haue your 

throates cut 18 your owne houſes: Remember that your par- 
ticular conſeruation, cannot be bur in the generalt, whercun- 
to if you contribute with vs, it will be the trucſt way to (e= 
cure your goods, to conſerue your lives, and aboue all ro 
maintaine you in hbertie to ſerue God : Or if yet there liue 

any ſo ſtupid or infenhble, not to Be moued for all this, then 
all chat we can doe, isto fend them to theſe Words of Aor= 
docheus : Thinke not that you onely can eſcape: for il you hold 
your prace in this time, comfort and delinerance ſhall appeare 
to Iſrael from axothey 'place, but you and all your bewſes ſhall 
Burt as we expe better things of you, ſo doe we likewiſe 
hope the ſame of gue brothers beyond the Seas, and parti- 
cularly from theſe of the Vnited Provinces : already 
the interelt of the ſame Religion ſhould make them know, 
that the cauſe is common , and if ic be perſecuted inthe mid- 
deft of vs, it is not very probable or likely , that there be any 
great aftcion to maintaine and conſerue it in the mjddeſt of 
them , what faire ſhew ſocuer the Pope make them to the 

contrary , whois the great wheele that makes all moue , and 
worke for our ruine,to the ead to make a Rep and Ladder to 
theirs; but if they are not poſſeſſed of this ſeare, yet it eemes 
ehey are obHhged to be ſenſible , and compaſſionate of our af- 
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flitions, becauſe of the affe&1on which heretofore hath made 
vs lam:ntand weepeat theirs, during the cimerfrixch rrow- 
bles, All Exrope hach ſcene how we have runne by tho tfauds 
to cim*nt their hbertie with our bloods, and yarti.ularly the 
Towne of Rech-ll held nothing coo deare for their regr;1 ,at 
the very point of their lalt necelſrie, and now that the time of 
our calamitie is come, we againe demand them the cffects of 
the like good will and affe&tion, 

But there is yet more : for if our dangers be extreme , we 
may ſay,that it is they who are the firlt & cl icfetlt cauſe ther= 
of, in lending their ſhips to our enemies , which they im- 

loyed and vicd toruine vs, & alchough chierein ive are cone 
Fidene, that they were polutikely ſurprited,neverthclefſe 11nce 
our miſery proczeded from thence , what can they Coe leffe 
then affirme and teſtifte , that they are ſorry for it, in iretch= 
ing forth thetr hand of affiſtance , to withdrawe vs from this 
Gulph wherinthey haue made ys fall, although it were done 
without thinking thereof? 

If they will, they haue the ſame vertue of Achi%s , and 
can cure our wounds , by the very ſame meanes and inſt; 11- 
Tents they made them. And fy that all theſe reaſons will 
not paſſe for current money with thern ( although we aſſure 
our ſelues they will not ſo judge ) yer the interuention and 
mediation of thrir Ambaſladours in the laſt peace , and their 
promiſes, that thoſe Cominiſsions ſhould be performed and 
accompliſhed to vs, giues vs all right and reaion, now they 
are broken, to addreſſe our (eles co them, thar they make 
good their faid promiſes,and to dilingage vs their Fair", 

It is therfore 1nthis regard char we have recourſe ro them; 
and generally wee pray all Princes and Potencates, to extend 
their aſsiRance and fauour to ys. We doubt not but our ene- 
mics will endeuour totraduce and diſparage all our actions 
to them, and publiſh againſt vs , variety of falſe reoorts 
and infamous Libels : but whoſocuer hath cares only to heare 
accuſers, then innocency, will oftea be conerted jnto crim*, 
It s the cultome of the ttrongelt , wheu they relolue to p- 
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pen the weaker, paſsionately to alledge, they are guiltie: as 
y the report of the Wolfe, the Sheepe hadtroubled the wa- 
ter. Our enemies defame and diſgrace vs , but it is only for 
that therr [niuftice is fo palpable, as they are aſhamed there- 
of; and becaule they dare not make it appeare naked and in 
the meridian of its truth ; they muſt therefore finde out a 
maske, and diſguize it vader the fallename of calumny, 

We thcretore beſcechthe aforelaid Princes,not to condemne 
vs before they haue firſt ynderſtood our defence and reaſons, 
and calt their eyes ypon this ſmall Epiromie of our Jufii- 
fications:and we dare afure our felues,that they will ater pit- 
tic our innocency ſo yniultly oppreſied : And as it is for the 
maintenance thereof, that God hath given them their power, 


. that they will therefore pleaſeto imploy it in our detence and 


alsiſtance, 

And thou , O eternall God , whoſcarcheſt the reines , and 
art I udge of the intentions of our hearts , ariſe as witnes , and 
decide betwixt vs and our encmies : See whether they or we 
haue broken the Alliance of thy ſacred name, vſcd difloyalty 
and fraude to oppreſle and ruine the innocent, Tudge who 
are truc offenders and criminals towards the Prince which 
thou haſt eſtabliſhed to be thy Image to vs ; cither they who 
hauc infringes vs his Edits , and againft the faith thereof, 
done vs all ſorts of mdignities and outrages, or we who haue 
beene conſtrained to ſuffer them as a warrant and caution of 
the faich. Make the violation thereof fall onthe heads of thoſe 
who areguilry; and as the ProteRor of innocnecy , ſhoore 
forth thy vengeance on thoſe who haue oppreſicd ir, 

Our conſciences which are pure beforc God , embolden 
vs to ad{refſe him theſe our vowes , and wee doubt not but 
he will heare them to our aduantage, and be a juſt reyenger 
of the Faith, which hath beene perfidiouſly brokento ys: Of 
our goods yniuſtly Rolne from vs: Of our blood inhumanely 
and cruelly ſpilt ; and of our conſciences which haue beene 
afflited with all varicty of rigors ; So we hope that he will 

power 


powre downe all (orts of bleſsings on our Armes, whois 
the true God of victories and Armes. And as it 1s only ne- 
ceſsitie, which hath made vs to aſſume and take them vp: 
ſo wee proteſt to be ready and willing to lay them 
downe ,as ſoone as we receiue Jultice, and 
that the libertie of our Religion and 
lives be re-eſtabliſhed, according 
to the Edicts publiſhed in 
our fauour , and partie 
cularly of thar of 
Ng 
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
